In pursnanoe of the preceding Resolution, the Undersigned, immedi- 
ately alter its approval by the Mayor, applied himself to the pleasurable 
duty thus imposed on him, and now most respeotftiUy presents this Yol- 
ume as the result of his labors. 

It may be proper to add, that in the selection of materials the Com- 
piler flatters himself that he has bestowed unusual care ; and haying dili- 
gently explored the dyic records and annals of our Municipal GK>yern- 
ment fiom the eariiest period, folly belieres that he has rescued many 
facta and interesting documents firom obliyion, to which they were hast- 
ening down the stream of time. He has taken the legislatiye labors of 
the first Magistrates of Manhattan and their successors, and looks for the 
reward of his toil in the i^proval of his fellow-citiiens. 

The statistics in relation to our City, Toluminous as they will appear, 
are as near perfect as is attainably or could safely be relied upon. Eyery- 
thing in relation to our municipal alfidrs calculated to be of interest to 
the past, or a subject for future reference, has been sought to be fur- 
nished. 

It, perhaps, is unnecessary to set forth here in what particulars the 
present number is improved upon its predecessors ; but a glance at the 
Table of Contents, and a pemial thereof, will ftimish such information 
to the reader.

The People of the StaU of New York, represented in Senate and Asaem- 
Wy, do enact asfoUotosf— 

L The legislative power of the Corporation of the fcity of New Yorjt, 
flb&II be Tested in a Boftrd of Aldermen and a Board of Assistants, who 
together shall form the Common Council of the City. 

2. Each Ward of the City s^iall be entitled to elect one person to be 
denominated the Alderman of the Ward, and the persons so chosen, to- 
gether shaU form the Board of Aldermen; and each Ward shall also be 
entitled to elect one person to be denominated an Assistant Alderman; 
and the persons so chosen, together shall form the Board of Assistants. 

3. The Aldermen and Assistant Aldermen shall be chosen for one 
year : and no person shi^ be eligible to either office, who shall not, at 
the time of his election, be a resident of the Ward for which he is chosen. 

4. The annual election for Charter Officers shall commence on the 
second Tuesday in April, and the Officers elected shall be sworn into 
office on the second Tuesday in May thereafter; and all the provisions of 
law now in force in regard to the notification, duration, and conduct of 
elections for Members of Assembly, and in regard to the appointment, 
powers, and duties of the inspectors, holding the same, shall I4>ply to the 
annual election of Charter Officers. 
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5. The first election for Charter Officers, after the pmmm of this lav. 
shall take place on the second Tuesday in April, one thonsand e%hi 
hondred and thirtynme: and all those persons who shall hare been 
elected under the former laws regulating the election of Charter Offieen, 
and shall be in office at the time of the passage of this law, shall con- 
tinue in office until the officers elected under this law shall be entikled 
to be sworn into office. 

6. The Board of Aldermen shall hare power to direct a special election 
to be held, to supply the place of any Alderman whose seat shall become 
yacant by death, removal from the City, resignation, or otherwise; and 
the Board of Assistants shall also hare power to direct a special dee- 
tion to supply any vacancy that may occur in the Board of AssistentB: 
and in both cases, the person elected to supply the vacancy shall hoia 
his seat only for the residue of the term of office of his immediate piede- 
cessor. 

7. The Boards shall meet in separate chambers, and a majority of eaeh 
shall be a quorum to do business. Each Board shall i4>potnt a PreiidCQt 
firom its own body, and shall also choose its Clerfc and other officers, de* 
termine the rules of its own proceedings, and be the judge of the qualifi- 
cations of its own members. Each Board shall keep a journal of its pro- 
ceedings, and the doors of each shall be kept open, except when the jpab- 
lic weUare shall require secresy ; and all resolutions and reports of Com- 
mittees which shall recommend any specific improvement involvtnc the 
appro])riation of public moneys, or tazuig or atsessing the citiiens of said 
eity, shall be published immediately after the adjournment of the Board, 
under the authority of the Common Council, in all the newspiqwrs em^ 
ployed by the Corporation; and whenever a vote is taken in relatkin 
thereto, the ayes and noes shall be oalled and published in the same maa- 
ner. 

8. Each Board shall have the authority to compel the attendance of 
absent members; to punish its members for disorderly behavior, and to 
expel a member, with the concurrence of two-thirds of the members 
elected to the Board ; and the member so expelled, shall, by such expul* 
sioD, forfeit all his right and powers as an Alderman or Assistant Alder- 
man. 

9. The stated and occasional meetings of each Board of the Comnon 
Council, shall be r^ulated by its own ordinances ; and both Boards may 
meet on the same or on different days, as they may severally judge expe- 
dient. 

10. Any law, ordinance, or resolution of the Common Council may 
originate in either Board, and when it shiJl have passed one Board, may 
be rejected or amended by the other. 

11. No member of either Board shall^ during the period for which he 
was elected, be appointed to, or be competent to hold any office of whioh 
the emoluments are paid from the City treasury, or by fees, directed to 
be paid by any ordinance or act of the Common Council, or be directly 
or indirectly interested in any contract, the expenses or considerations 
whereof are to be paid under any ordinance of the Common Council , 
but this section shall not be construed to deprive any Alderman or Assist* 
ant of any emolument or fees which he is entitled to by virtue of his 
office. 

12. Every act, ordinance or resolution, which shall have passed the 
two Boards of the Common Council, before it shall take effect, shall be 
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weMBtod, dnlj oertilled| to the Mayor ot the City, fisr his approlMitioiL 
If ha approre, he shall sign it; if not, he shall retnni it with his objee- 
tions, to the Board in which it originated, within ten days thereafter : or 
If sttoh Board be not then in session, at its next stated meeting. The 
Board to which it shall be returned, shall enter the objections at large on 
their joomal, and eaose the same to be published in one or more of the 
imblie newmapers of the City. 

la The Board to which snoh act, ordinance, or resolntion, has been so 
returned, shall, after the expiration of not less than ten days thereafter, 
proceed to reccmsider the same. If, after such reconsideration, a majority 
of the members elected to the Board shall agree to pass the same, it shall 
be sent^ together with the objections, to the other Board, by which it shall 
be likewise reeonsidered; and if ai^rored by a majority of aU the mem- 
bers elected to such Board, it shall take effect as an act or law of the Cor- 
poration. In all such cases the votes of both Bosurds shall be determined 
by ayes and noes, and the names of the persons voting for and against the 
passage of the measure reconsidered, shall be entered on the journal of 
each Board respectiTely. 

14. If the Mayor shall not return any act, ordinance, or resolution so 
presented to him, within the time abore limited for that purpose, it shall 
take effect in the same manner as if he had signed it. 

16. Neither the Mayor nor Recorder of the City of New York shall be 
a member of the Common Council thereof, after the second Tuesday of 
May, one thousand eight hundred and thirty-one. 

16. Whenever there shall be a yaeancy in the office of Mayor, and 
whenever the Mayor shall be absent from the dty, or be prevented by 
sickness, or any other cause, from attending to the duties of his office, the 
President of the Board of Aldermen shall act as Mayor, and shall possess 
all the rights and powers of the Mayor, during the continuance of such 
▼aoan^, absenoe, or disability. 

17. It shall be the duty of the Mayor, 

First. To communicate to the Common Council, at least once a year, 
and oftener if he shall deem it expedient, a general statement 
of the situation and cimdition of the City, in relation to its gov- 
ernment, finances, and improvements. 

Sbcons. To recommend to the adoption of the Common Council all 
such measures connected with the police, security, health, clean- 
liness, and (nrnament of the City, and the improvement of its 
government and finances, as he shall deem expedient. 

Third. To be vigilant and active in causing the laws and ordinances 
of the government of the City to be dmy executed and enforced. 

PouBTH. To exercise a constant supervision mA e<mtrol over the Con- 
duct and acts of all subordinate officers, and to receive and ex- 
amine into all such complaints as may be preferred against any 
of them for violation or neglect of duty, and generally to perform 
all such duties as may be prescribed to him by the charter and 
city ordinances, and the laws of this State and the United States. 

18. Aimual and occasional appropriations shall be made by proper ordi- 
nances of the Common Council for every branch and object of City expen- 
diture, nor shall any money be drawn from the City treasury except the 
sf^me shall have been previously appropriated to the purposes for which 
it was drawn. 

19. The Common Council shall not haye aulihority to borrow any sums 
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<ti money whaiertr on the credit of the Corpontftoii) ezeepi ia tmtkip^ 
tion of the revenoe of the year in which such loan shall be made, naleaa 
authoriaed by a special act of the Legislatnze. 

20. It shall be the duty of the Ck>mmoii Coonoil to pablish, two months 
before the annual election of Charter Officers, in each year, tor the geuenl 
information of the citisens of New York, a Ml and detailed statement of 
the receipts and expenditures of the Corporation during the year eodiqf 
m the first day of the month in which such publication is made; and in 
erery such statement the different sources of City rerenue, and the amoont 
received from each; the several api«opriations made by the Common 
Council, the objects for which the same were made, and the amount of 
moneys expended under each ; the moneys borrowed on the credit of ttio 
Corporation, the authority under which each loan was made, and tb» 
terms on which the same was obtained, shall be clearly and particulariy 
specified. 

21. The executire business of the Corporation of New York, shall here- 
after be performed by distinct departments, which it shall be the duty of 
the Common Council to organise and appoint for that purpose. 

22. It shall be the duty of the Common Council to provide for the ac- 
countability of all officers and other persons to whom the receipt or ex- 
penditure of the fbnds of the City shall be intrusted, by requiring firom 
them sufficient security for the performance of their duties or trust, which 
security shall be annually renewed; but the security first taken shall re- 
main in force until new security shall be given. 

23. The Clerk of the Board of Aldermen shall, by virtue of his office, 
be Clerk of the Common Council, and shall perform all the duties hereto* 
fore performed by the Clerk of the Common Council, except such as shall 
be assigned to the Clerk of the Board of Assistant Aldermen ; and it shall 
be his duty to keep open for inspection, at all reasonable times, the recrads 
and minutes of the proceedings of the Common Council, except such as 
shall be specially ordered otherwise. 

24. The division of the Common Council into two Boards shall not take 
effect until the officers to be elected under this law shall enter on the 
duties of their office. Each Board shall hold its first meeting, for the pur- 
pose of organizing, on the second Tuesday of May in each year, at which 
time the Mayor or Clerk of the Common Council shall attend, by whom 
the oath of office shall be administered to the members elected. In the 
absence of the Mayor and Clerk, such oath may be administered by the 
Recorder, or First Judge of the City, or by any of the Justices of the 
Superior Court. 

25. None of the provisions of this Act, except the eighteenth, nineteenth, 
twentieth, and twenty*8econd sections, shall be construed as applying to 
the Common Cotmcil as now constituted. 

26. Such parts of the Charter of the City of New York, and of the 
several Acts of the Legislature amending the same, as are not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this law, shall not be construed as repealed, modi- 
fied, or in any manner affected thereby, but shall continue and remain in 
full force.

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 



AN ACT 

For the Establishment cmd Regulation of the Police of the City of 
New York. Passed May 7, 1844, hy a tuHhthird vote. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows : 

Article I. 
Of Police. 

§ 1. The Watch Department, as at present oigauiied, is harebj abo- 
lished, together with the offices of Marshals, Street Inspectors. Healtl\ 
Wardens, Fire Wardens, Dock Masters, Lamp Lighters, Bell Kingers, 
Day Police Officers, Sunday Officers, Inspectors of Pawn Brok^ii' and 
Junk Shops, and of the Officers to attend the polls at the several Eleotion 
Districts of the City and Connty of New York, and Superintendent of 
Roads of the Twelfth Ward of the said City, except the office of Mayor's, 
or First Marshal. 

§ 2. In lieu of the Watch Department, and the various officers men- 
tioned in the foregoing section, there shall be established a Day and Night 
Police, of not to exceed eight hundred men, including Captains, Assistant 
Captains, and Policemen. 

§ 3. The Corporation, by ordinance, shall divide the city into two or 
more Police Districts, in each of which Districts shall be established a 
Police Court and Office. 

§ 4. The business of the Police Courts, in two of said Police Districts, 
shall be conducted by the Police Courts now established by law in and for 
said city ; and if the city shall be divided into more than two Police Dis- 
tricts^ the Police Court which shall be established for such additional 
District, shall possess all the powers, and be subject to all the laws relat- 
ing to the Police Courts now established in and for said City. The Cor- 
poration, by Ordinance, shall prescribe the time Mid place for holding 
such Courts, and shall designate the Magistrates and Clerks for each 
Police District. 

§ 5. Each Ward of the City of New York shall be a Patrol District. 
The Corporation shall provide, in each Patrol District, a suitable room for 
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the aoeommodation of the Patrol of such District, to be designated ** Dis- 
trict Head Quarters." The Patrol of each District shall consist of one 
Captain of Police, a First and Second Assistant Capt^ns of Police. The 
number of Policemen that each Ward shall be entitled to, shall be desig- 
nated by an Ordinance of the Common CounciL 

§ 6. The Captains of Police, Assistant Captains of Police, and PoUoe- 
men, shall, in and for the City of New York, possess all the powers now 
Mssessed by Marshals appointed by the Mayor of the City and County of 
New York. 

§ 7. Captains of Police, within their respective Districts, shall be Street 
Inspectors, Health Wardens, Fire Wardens, and Dock Masters; and in 
the Twelfth Ward, in addition thereto, shall be Superintendent of Roads : 
such Captains, aided and assisted by tne Assistant Captains of Police and 
Policemen, shall do and perform all the duties heretofore performed by the 
several ofacers in this section mentioned. 

§ 8. The Captains, Assistant Captains, and Policemen of the District, in 
accordance with rules and regulations prescribed by the Mayor, in con- 
formity with the laws of the State and the Ordinances of the Con)oration, 
shall watch and guard the District day and night, and protect the Polls 
at Elections ; and, in like manner, the Policemen shall light the lamps and 
ring the alarm bells. And the Police of the District, or any of them, shall 
perform all other duties prescribed to them by Ordinance of the Corpo- 
ration. 

§ 9. The Captains, Assistant Captains, and Policemen, shall carry a 
suitable emblem, or device, by which they may, when necessary, make 
themselves known. 

§ 10. In case of the absence of the Captun, the duties required of him 
shall be performed by the First Assistant Captain ; and, in his absence, 
by the Second Assistant Captain ; who, while acting in such capacity, 
shall possess and exercise the powers and rights of such Captain. 

§ 11. At any alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of the Captain of Patrol 
nearest the scene of conflagration forthwith to proceed to the same, with 
one-half of the number of Policemen off duty, to be diligent in preserving 
eider and protecting property. In case of any riot, or any other sudden 
emergency requiring the services of the Police, on notice being given, the 
Captain of Police shall forthwith proceed to the scene of riot, with the 
whole Police off duty, or any part thereof, and be vigilant in suppressing 
the same. 

§ 12. It shall be the duty of the Policemen to obey such orders as they 
may, from time to time, receive from Captains and Assistant Captains of 
Pdice, respecting their duty ; and to report, through the Captains and 
Assistant Captains, to the Chief of Police, all violations of the Corpora- 
tion Ordinances ; to preserve the public Peace ; and it shall be the duty 
of the Policemen to render every assistance and fiEtcility to Ministers and 
Officers of Justice ; and to report to the Captain all suspicious persons, all 
bawdy-houses, receiving shops, pawnbrokers' shops, junk shops, second- 
hand dealers, gaming houses, and all places where idlers, tipplers, gam- 
blers and other disorderly, suspiciuns persons may congregate ; to caution 
stnuDgers and others against going into such places, and against pick- 
pockets, watch-stuffers, droppers, mock auctioneers, burners, and all other 
vicious persons ; to direct strangers and others the nearest and safest 
way to their places of destination, uad, when necessary, to cause them to 
be accompanied to their destination by one of the Police. 
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§ la All iDfomutioii respecting oflBoee* oommiUed. or of rapieioiii 
penoiu or pltieea, ihAU be eommunieftted to the preiidiiw Jnttioe, and 
made a matter of prirate reoord in tbe Polioe OAeea, that the aerrioee of 
the whole Department may he secared in the detection of offsofden and 
the recovery of property, and for the more efliaetnal preTention of crime. 

§ 14. The Clerlu in each Tolice Office sliall keep a proper book or books, 
in which shall be entered at length a description of each and every article 
of stolen or other property which shall be brought to said OfBeeSyOr wbJeh 
shall be talum from prlsooers, and what disposition has been made there- 
of; also, a receipt book for jnoperty delivered from said office { also, a 
book to contain a statement <^ known burg^Utries, laioeniM, and stolMi 
nroperty ; and shall perform any service required of them by the Special 
Justice. 

§ 15. Punctual attendance shall be required of every Officer and Patrol- 
man connected with the Department, on all occasions ; sickness and dis- 
ability only shall be an excuse for absence from duty. 

§ IC. A nxKB shall be provided at e^h Police Court, for the depodt and 
presenation of ^1 property brought to said Court One of tbe Clerks of 
said Court, under the direction of the Magistrates, shall be chaifed with 
the safe Iceeping of said property. 

§ 17. The Miqror shall detail from the Policemen a sufficient number to 
attend upon the Police Courts, serve the process of said Courts, and to 
attend upon other Courts of the City. 

Article n. 
Of Chitf of Police, 

§ 1. The Offices of Inspector of Hacks, Omnibuses, Cabs, and Public 
Porters, Inspector and Deputy Inspector of Stages, Inspector of Carts, 
Keeiwrs of Lands and Places, are hereby abolished: and all the duties 
performed by said Officers shall be performed by the Chief of Police, aided 
and asAiriUMl by the Captains of Police, AHsiotant Captains of Police, and 
by the Policemen, in puniiiance of the Rules and Regulations of the 
May<ir, in accordance with the Laws of the State, and the Ordinances of 
tbc*(/ummon Council. 

§ 2. The Chief of Police, in and for the City and County «»f New York, 
shall posseBS the powers of a Special Justice of the Police Court, to enter- 
tain complaintfl in all cases when crimes have been committed, to issue a 
precept for the arrest of the jierson charge<l with having committed a 
crime, and to commit the persons arre8te<l, for examination, such ezami- 
natiun to be taken by Officers now authorized to take such examinations; 
and in all such cases shall proceed in the same manner, and be governed 
by all laws relating to Polioe Justices in like cases ; and shall, als^ pos- 
sess all the powers now )K>8sessed by Marshals apiwinted by the Mayor 
of the City of New York : he shall, subordinate to the Mayor, be the Chief 
Executive of the Police De|>artment ; he shall obey, and cause the Police 
Department under him to obey, the Unles and Regulations prescribed by 
the Mayor, in accordance with the Laws of the Unite<l States, of this 
State, and the Ordinances of the Common Council: he f>hall repair to the 
scenes of fires and riots, and take command of the F'olice present, and may 
direct sny or all of the Police of the City of New Yoric to any place where 
their services may \» deemed necessary. 

§ a The Chief of Polioe shall have his Office in the Mayor's Office. 
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Article HE. 
Of Appointments and Removale. 

•§ 1. The Chief of Police shall be nominated by the Mayor to the Com> 
raon Council, and, with their approyal, shall be appointed by the Mayor f 
tbe Chief of rolice must be a oitisen of the United States, a citizen of the 
State of New York, an actual resident of the City and County of New 
Tork. The above mentioned Officer shall hold his office for one year, on* 
less sooner remoyed from office for cause. His removal from the City and 
County shall vacate his office. 

§ 2. All vacancies in the office of the Chief of Police shall be filled in the 
same manner, and for the residue of the term. 

§ 3L The Alderman, Assistant Alderman, and the Assessors of each 
Ward, shall nominate, yearly, to the Mayor, one Captain of Police, one 
First Assistant Captain, and one Second Assistant Captain, and as many 
Policemen as the Ward may be entitled t-o : the M^or may appoint all or 
any of the persons thus nominated; should the Mayor reject any such 
nominations, other persons shall, in like manner, be nominated to the 
Mayor for such places. Each of said persons so nominated to the Mayor 
must be a citizen of the United States, a oitisen of the State of New York, 
and a resident of the Ward for which he is nominated. All vacancies in 
office shall be filled in like manner, and removal from the Ward shall 
vacate either of said offices. 

§ 4. The Captains of the Police shall have power to suspend Policemen 
firom office for cause; and the Special Justices shall have like power in 
reference to Policemen attending their Courts. In all such cases of sus- 
pension, the Officer making the suspension, shall, within twenty-four 
liours thereafter, notify the Mayor of such suspension, in writing; which 
notice shall specify the grounds for such suspension, and contain the 
names of the witnesses to establish the charge. The Mayor shall receive 
firom any persons complaints for cause, against the Chief of Police, C^ 
tains and Assistant Captains, and Policemen ; in each case of suspension 
and compltunt, the Mayor shall cause notice to the accused to be given, to 
afford him an opportunity to be heard in his defence. The Mayor shall 
examine witnesses upon the charges, and in defence, and may, for cause, 
xemove the accused from office, or restore him to duty. The testimony 
rtudl be reduced to writing, which testimony, together with the decision 
of the Mayor therebn, shall be filed in the Office of the Clerk of the Com- 
SRon Council. 

§ 6. The Mayor shall, at least every three months, report to the Com- 
mon Council^ the state of the Police in practical operation, with such other 
information in his possession as may promote the welfare and efficiency of 
ttie Department, with such suggestions as he may deem proper. 

6 6. In making appointments under this article, the Alderman, Assistant 
Alderman, and Assessors, shall meet together ; a majority of them shall 
Ann a quorum : the Alderman shall preside, and in his absence the As- 
idstont Alderman ; a majority of those present shall determine their ac- 
lions. They shall keep minutes of their proceedings, and all questions 
aiuUl be decided by ayes and nays ; the names of the members shall be 
TCoorded as they voted ; they shall transmit to the Mayor a certificate of 
llieir nominations, which certificate, with the determination of the Mayor 
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enilormd thereon, shAll be filed in the office of the Clerk of the CoBmon 
dnincil. 

§ 7. There shall be kept in the Mayor's Office a book, in which shall be 
entered the name of the Chief of Police, of each Captain, Assistant Cap- 
tain, and Policeman of each Ward: the time of his appointment; the 
period for which he is appointed, and the time his office will expire; the 
time of any removal ftrom office, or the recnrring of any Taeaney. 

§ a The (;hief of Police, Capteins, Assistant Captains, and PoUeeiMB. 
shall Ru)»M*ril)c and take, liefoie the Mayor, the Constitutional Oath of 
Office; which oath shall be filed in the Office of the Clerk of the ConuBon 
Council. 

.Article IV. 
Compemation qf Ofjken. 

§ 1. The compensation of Officers and Patrolmen named in this law, 
shall be fixed by the Common Conncil, bnt rhall not exceed the following 
sums, to wit : Chief of Police, one thousand five hundred dcrilars; Speeiid 
JusticcK, one thousand fire hundred dollars ; Clerks of Police, eight hnn- 
dred doUara; Captains of Patrol, seven hundred dollars; Assistant C^>- 
tain.o, five hundred and fifty dollars: Policemen, five hundred dollars ; 
PuUce Offlcen, when Mnt out of the County, on public business, shall be 
alloweii nil necessary expenses, upon the same being sworn to, and ap- 
proved i»y the Mayor, and allowed by the Board of Supervisors. 

§ 2. No fees or compensation shall be charged or received by any officer 
for the arrest of any prisoner, or for mileage, or for receiving any prisoner 
into the ])rison, or discharging him from the same; and no fees or costs 
slmll t>e charged or received for the issuing of any warrant, snbpoma, or 
otiiur process; or for the taking of a com])laint, bail, or affidavit (except 
a.-^ liertMiinft«r i)rovidetl). Any Magistrate or officer vi<dating the pro- 
visions <<f this se<ttion, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be sub- 
je^'t to the pains ami penalties for such an (»ffcnce. 

§ li. \n casos of eoinplaintri for assaults and batteries, the Magistrate 
may re<inire that the complainant pay the fees heretofore authoiued by- 
law. In case the examination shows that the complaint is just and legu, 
tliu Magistrate shall return such fees to the complainant. Should such 
complaint l>c frivolous, or malicious and untrue, the Magistrate may 
rharpre to the complainant, and receive from him, alLthe costii and fees 
now autlt'irizcd in such proceedings; which costs and fees shall be faid 
to the Clerks, who shall monthly i)ay all such fees into the City Treasury, 
accon)]>anyinj? such i)ayment with an affidavit or affirmation that the sums 
so paid are all the fees received by them for any matter or cause specified 
in this section. 

§ 1. In tlie City and County of New York, except by tl»e First and two 
Ass(K>iatc Judges of the Court of Comm(»n Pleas, there shall be no costs or 
fees chargwl or receiveil ujwn any proce«'dinps upon writs of habeas cor- 
pus, either by the Ju«lKe or Comulis^ioner granting them, or by the officer 
serving them, or by the jailer obeying their orders; an<l the Judge before 
whom the matter shall 1)e heard shall, if the case be bailable, and the 
amount of Iwil shall have been fixed by the committing Magistrate, only 
determine whether the party is lawfully committed, or is legally charg- 
able with the offence imputed, and shall not adjudicate upon the question 
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of bail. The amofnnt of bail ordered by the committing Magistrate shall, 
in snch cases, only be altered by a Court having jurisdlotiou of the ofFenoe 
tar which the prisoner was committed : and any ofRcer violating the pro* 
Tlsions of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be sub- 
ject to the pains and penalties for such offence: the First Judge and As- 
sistant Judges of the Court of Common Pleas in and for the City of New 
York, may chaige the fees now allowed by law in such cases. 

§ S. The Salves of the Captains, Assistant Captains, and Patrol- 
men, shall be paid by the Comptroller, by warrant, semi-muuthly. The 
G^;>tains of the Patrol shall receive tne pay of the Patrolmen, and pay 
the same over to them as often as received, and immediately on the 
receipt thereof; and account therefor, in sncn manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by Ordinance of the Common Council. The Captains and Assist- 
ant Capt;dns of Patrol, shall give bonds for the faithful performance of 
an duties enjoined on them by this law, in the sum of three thousand 
dollars each, to be approved of by the Mayor and Comptroller. The 
Clerks of the Police shall give bonds, with the like condition, to be ap- 
proved in like manner, in the penal sum of one thousand dollare?. 

§ 6. All Ordinances, parts of Ordinances, Resolutions, and Acts, now 
in forw, and inconsistent with this Act, shall be and the same are hereby 
repealecL 

§ 7. The powers and duties of the Officers abolished by this Act shall 
be possessed and performed by them, until the Officers created by virtue 
of this Act are appointed and enter upon their respective duties. 

5 8. All cognizances given to answer to a charge preferred, or for good 
behavior, or to appear and testify, in all oases cognizable before Courts 
of criminal jurisdiction, on being forfisited, shall be filed by the District 
Attorney, together with a certified copy of the order of the Court forfeit- 
ing the same, in the office of the Clerk of the said City and County ; and 
thereupon the said Clerk shall docket the same, in the book kept by him 
fx docketing of judgments, transcripts whereof are filed with him as 
such Clerk, as if the same was the transcript of a judgment record for 
the amount of penalty ; and the recognizance, and the certified oopy of 
the order forfeiting the recognizance, shall be the judgment record ; such 
judgment shall, in good faith, be a lien on the real estate of the persons 
entering into such recognizance firom the time of filing said recognizance, 
and copy order, and docketing the same, as in this section directed. An 
execution may be issued to collect the amount of said recognizance, in 
the same fbrm as upon a judgment recovered in the Court of Common 
Pleas of said City and County, in an action of debt, in fkvur of the peo- 
ple, against the persons entering into snch cognizance. 

6 9. All the costs and fees to be charged fur entering such judgment 
and filing the necessaiy papers, shall be the usual fees to the Clerk for 
filing papers and entering rules ; the District Attorney shall receive no 
fee or compensation for his services in the matter, his salary being deem- 
ed compensation for all such services. 

S 10. No member of the Police Department, nor any Magistrate or 
Police Officer, shall receive any present or reward for services rendered 
or to be rendered, unless with the knowledge and approbation of the 
Mayor, such approbation to be given in .writing and entered in a book to 
be kept in the Mayor's Office ; any Officer who shall receive any present 
or reward, in violation of this section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall also be removed from office. 
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§ 11. In oases of olbiMOf ooamittod in the Citj aad Coonftj of Nov 
York, npon persons, being, at the time of the oflbuoe oominitted, in Uie 
said City &n<I Conntr, waA being non-residents of the said Citr and 
Countj, either npon the persons of snch non-residents, or bj taldng or 
reoeiving from such non-residents moner or pxopertj, the Distrlet Attor- 
ney may apply to any Judge of said Cltj and Coonty. possessing the 
powers of a Supreme Court Commissioner, for an order to take the tes- 
timony de bene e»e of all witnesses in the matter being in, but not resid- 
ing in said City and County ; such Jadge, in his diseretion, may grant an 
order so to take suoh testimony, which order shall speeify the lengtii of 
notice of sach examination that shall be giyen to the aoonsed. The dis- 
trict Attorney shall serve upon the aocosed the notice so directed by suoh 
Judge ; the witness shall be examined in the presence of tlM aeensed ; 
his direct and cross-examination shall be reduced to writing in questions 
and answers, and shall be signed by the witness and eertifled by the 
Judge ; the examination shall, by the officer taking the same, be filed in 
the office of the Clerk of the Court of Sessions of the City and County 
of New York, utd may be used before the Grand Jury, and all Courts 
and Tribunals having Jurisdiction of the sul)($eot matter, in the same 
manner, and with like effect, as the witness oould be, was ne persfmally 
present npon the trial of the accused : all questions may be raued to Uie 
admissibility of the testimony of the witness, and to questions and 
answers, that could be raised to the witness and his e x a min ation in open 
Court. 

§ 12. Such accused may, in like manner, on his part, on suoh a notice 
given to the District Attorney, take the examinatSon of non-resident wit- 
ness, to be filed in the same office, and to be used wiUi the like eflfect, sub- 
ject to similar objections. 

§ 13. There shall be no costs or fees charged by any Judge or Officer, 
in ordering, taking or filing such examination, except by the FlMt Judge 
and Assistant Judges of the Court of Common Pleas, who may charge 
and receive the same fees now allowed by law for taking examination of 
witnesscp. 

§ 14. Sontions 4 8, 9, 10, 11, 1^ and 13, of Article IV. of this Act shall 
take elTcct immediately. 

§ 15. All the other parts of this Act shall take effect whenever the 
Mayor and Common Conncil of the City of New York, after the 15th 
day of May, 1841, shall, by Ordinance, adopt this Act ; a certified copy 
of such Ordinance shall be sent to and filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and a copy of the same shall be filed in the office of the Clerk 
of the Citv anrl County of New York, ten days before this Act shall take 
effect. Tiiid Act shall not be construed as requiring the Mi^r and 
Common Coiincil to adopt it.

§ 11. Such portions of the following buildings and placee in the Gity 
of New York, aie hereby designated and appr^nriated as a portion of the 
Gity Prison and Bridewell of the said Gity, yis: the building known as 
tlie Station House, bounded by square bounded by 9th ATenue, Chreen- 
wich Avenue, and Amos street, in the Ninth Ward; and the buUding 
owned by the Gorporation in the rear of Essex BIwket, ia the Tenth 
Ward. 

§ 12. That the Alderman and Assistant Alderman of eaeh Ward ap- 
point two persons for their said Wards whoee duty it shall be to attend 
at the Station Houses of the Wards respeetiydy, to keep tb» ^ame in 
order, and act as door keepers, and do sueh other duties ae maybe tequir- 
ed of them by the Gaptains of Police of said Wards reepeetiTely, and 
that they be paid each seven dollare per we^ for such service. The said 
persons so to be appointed to be remorable by the sadd Aldenaen and 
Assistants.

There are thirty-seTen Engines in this eity, inetnding two at Hariem, 
ene at Yorkrille, one at Manhattanrllle. and one at HaraenTiile. 

There are thirty-nine Hose Companies and eieht Hook and Ladder 
Companies, inclndlng one at Harlem and one at Terkrine ; all of which 
are in possession of the necessary apparatus tot serrioe. 

There is also a Hydrant Company in each fire Distriot, whose duty it 
lA to take charge of the Hydrants in ease of lire. 

The city is divided into three Fire Districts, as follows : 

AN ORDINANCE

the Assistant Engineers, who are hereby authorixed to give the neoessary 
signal, which is hereby deolaied to be the constsitt riini^ of the alann 
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bell in the district in whieh the fire is raging, when the whole deput- 
ment shall proceed to the scene of conflagration.

in sustaining, by their donations, this most excellent charity. In the 
accomp:mying Report of the Treasurer, will be found the names of those 
bencvulcut individuals and associations, whose contributions have enabled 
the Trustees to satisfy the numerous claims made np(Hi them for aasist- 
uice. The Corporation, the Fire Insurance Companies, and seyeral Fixe 
Companies, hare all displayed their accustomed liberality. 

It will be seen that immediately after the Great Ftie. our esteemed 
fellow-c)tizen.s, James Lennox, Esq.. and William H. Titus, Esq^ con- 
tributed handsome donations; and also that Messrs. Greeley and McEl- 
rath, and several other citixens, hare, upon other occasions, contributed 
to the fund ; all of which were suitably acknowledged by the Treasurer, 
and will be fuund duly enumerated in his account current with the De- 
partment, as well as the sum realised from the Sixteenth Annual Ball, 
at the Park Theatre. In anticipation of a fUling ofi; for the coming year, 
in the amount of donations from several of the Insurance Compuiies, who 
were crippled by the Great Fire, the Board of Trustees have deemed it 
ad\'isablc to husband the surplus on hand, in order to meet the expendi- 
tures fr^r tho approaching year instead of adding a portion of the same to 
the permanent fund, as was originally designed by them. 

By roference to the Treasurer's KeptTt, it will bo iierceived that he 
had a balance on hand last year, of Five Hundred andTwentj'-fivedoUari? 
and Thirteen cents; since whicn period, he has received Ten Thousand, 
Seven Hundred and Twenty-one doUars and P^lcven cents : making in the 
aggre!?ate, Eleven Thousand, Two Hundre«l and Forty-six dollars and 
Twenty-four cents. Out of which sum there have been distributed in 
variuus sums of money to the needy, and for widows' pensions, for wood, 
coal, sh<»us, &.C. &c., the sum of Eight Thousand, Eight Hundred and 
Thirty Dollars and Ninety-two cents ; leaving a balance deposited in the 
Butchers' and Droverh' Bank, to the credit of the Fire Deputmcnt Fund, 
of Two Thousand, Four Hundred and Fifteen dollars and 1 hirty-lwo 
cents. The Permanent fhind amounts to Thirty-six Thousand, Two 
Huu'lred and Fifteen Dollars and Twenty-five cents, which is invested in 
the foUowinff manner, viz. : Loaned on bond and mortgage, Thirty-five 
Thouaand, Nine Hundred and Sixty-five dollars and Twenty-five cents, 
and Twv) Hundred and Fifty dollars, in Manhattan Bank Stock. 

When it is borne in mind that the proceeds annually arising from the 
Permanent Fund, amounts to only Two Thousand, Two Hundred and 
Fifty dollars, and that the expenditures for the ensuing year will reach 
to uijvraras of Nino Thousand dolhirs, it is scarcely necessary to remind 
you that {jreat exertions will be required, to make iip the amount neces- 
sary to carry us successfully through the year.' Your attention, in the 
Ivst Annual Report, was caUed to the action of the Board, touching the 
8 lie of certain Fire Insurance, and other stocks held by the Department. 
The wisdom of that course has (by the Great Fire) become clearly appa- 
rent. By the heavy losses which aome of the Insuranoe Companies have 
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siuteined, and the rain in which others were involved by the extensive 
oanflaffntton, the Tnutees fbar that the donations from these Ciompantes, 
which have heretoftre so liberally contributed, will be necessarily limited! 
until they recover from the eiiMts of the disasters they have met with. 
Yon are therefore called npon to renew yonr efforts to obtain donations 
from such other soorees as will enable ns to carry out fUlly the objects 
had in view by onr institution. The sicic and Indigent Piimnan, his 
widow, or orphan children, all have enduring claims upon the Justice and 
benevolence of our citisens, which should never be disrMarded. 

There are at present; One Hundred and Nmdy-two Pensioners on the 
books of the Treasure^ who receive their pension-money in regiUar quar* 
terly payments. In additioB to these exempla^ persons, there an maqy 
other widows of Firemen irho rely upon the ^Department Ibr occasional 
s^d. Eight hundred children of Firemen are now attending the Public 
Schools, who receive shoes and such other articles as are calcuhtted to 
render them comfortable. It is unnecessary in this Report to enlarge 
npon the peeuBar merits of this charity, or of the blessings it confiBTS. 
During the period it has been in existence, over Tioo Hundred and FJfty 
Thousand DoUars have been expended Ibr benevolent purposes. Who 
can estimate the amount of good bestowed upon those who have shared in 
the distribution of this large sum 1 The sick and indigent Fireman has 
been cared fbr ; his wants attended to ; the dead have oeen decently in- 
terred ; and the widows and orphans of Firemen bequeathed to our care 
and protection, have experienced that succor and support, which it is the 
peculiar attribute of this institution to afford. 

The terrible explosion at the calamitous fire in Broad street, which re- 
sulted in the dssAh of a member of Engine No. 42, and the still more re- 
cent exploeton at the fire in Cedar-street, where several Firemen were 
seriously iujured, cannot too strongly admonish the members of the De- 
partment to exercise unusual vigilance in promptly reporting to this 
Board, each and every violation of the Fire Laws, whether arising from 
the erection of unsafe buildings, or what is more atrocious, violations of 
the laws relating to gunpowder ; the Trustees being determined to pro- 
secute, to the full extent of the law, each and every individual found 
guilty of either of these offences. Fines have already been exacted from 
certain persons for keeping large quantities of gunpowder. The contra- 
band article has been forfeited to the use of the Fire Department, and the 
penalty paid over to the Treasurer, which you will see has been duly 
credited by him in his account. 

The Firemen of New York have already dangers enough to encounter, 
in the ordinary discharge of their duties, and have never shrunk from 
them, even when their associates have been blown to atoms by their sides, 
without being subjected to new ones in the shape of additional Gunpow- 
der or Saltpetre explosions ; and if a few of our citizens, for mere pecu- 
. niary considerations, wilfully persist in dealing to the same extent as 
they have done in this dangerous traffic, it is impossible to estimate the 
disastrous consequences which may eventually ensue, to the lives and 
TOoperty of our citizens, as well as inevitable death to the members of the 
Fire Department. 

The Trustees of the Fire Department, in speaking plainly upon this 
subject, do not transcend the line of their legitimate duty. Valuable 
lives have been sacrificed — ^property to an immense amount has been de- 
stroyed, and our city at this moment bears witness to the ruin and havoc

"The City Stocks which wiU be held by the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund at the close of the present fiscal year, will be sufficient to 
coyer, and in eflfect cancel the stock of 1820 and '29, and the Public Build- 
ing Stock. The Fire Loan Stock and Corporation Bonds are contingent 
liabilities of the City, for which bonds and mortgages, and other real 
estate liens, are held by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, which 
ean be realized and applied to the liquidation of the debt at any time. 
These, therefore, may be properly considered as no part of the City debt, 
liut rather as a loan of its credit on full and perfect securities. 
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<< The Fire lademnitj Stock is, for the meet part, payable In twenty- 
seven years; the piorision for its redemption Is an annual tax of ffaSfOb, 
to be leried upon the real and personal estate of the citisoas, one-half of 
which tax would, however, accomplish its redemption in the time fixed.

Debt, are ample : the ftilth and properly of the City are pledged for the 
redemption of the Water Debt, aa well as for the other Stocks of the 
City; these latter are already s^cnred by aetire means on hand: the 
payment of the Water Stock is distribnted throngfa a period of inrty 
years : the Sinking Fond, established to redeem the old Stocks, is eon- 
tinned and made applieable to the Water Stocks, by repeated enactments 
of both the State and City Ooremments. Tnis ftind alone, without 
vesort to the property of the Corporation, is capable of redeeming the 
Debt within that period : its minlmnm rerenne of 9200,000 would alone 
yield in the forty years 98,000000, and the compoimding throogh that 
time wonld increase it 94,000,000 more."

The financial condition of the City on the aOth of May. 1843, is set 
forth in the Mayor's Annual Message to the Common ConncU,as follows :

An examination of the schedules will show that 'the Real Estate of 
the City, including the Croton Water Works, is estimated at 923,^27,- 
810 70, and produces a yearly rental of 9313,746 80: about 955,000 of 
which is pledged to and paid into the Sinking Fund, by ordinance of 
1813 to reduce the principiJ of the City Debt (which this day amounts to 
912,854,552 00), and the balance is paid into the Treasury to meet, in 
part, the interest of tiie Debt, according to the Act of June 8, 1812, which 
pledges the whole of the revenues of tbeCorperatioc^or that purpose.

§ 4. If any cartman shall ask cnr demand any greater rate or priee than 
Is above provided and allowed, for the transp<urtation of any goods, wares, 
or merchandize, he shall not be entitled to receive any compensation tat 
any such services. 

§5. No cartman shall neglect or refixse to cart, or employ his horse and 
eart, or sled, in the transportation of any articles whatever, idien required, 
nnless he be then actually otherwise employed, or unless tiie distanee he 
shall be required to go shall be more than fbur miles tnm the City Hall, 
under a penalty of five dollars fbr every such ofGenoe. 
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EXTRACT FROM A LAW TO REGULATE 

PUBLIC PORTERS AND HANDCARTMEN. 

CHAPTER LVI— TITLE II. 



Of the Rales and Prices qf Fare, 

§ 1. The prices and rates to be taken bj, or paid to, the said public 
porters or handcartmen, shall be as follows, to wit : 

For carrying a load npon a wheelbarrow — 

1. For any distance not exceeding half a mile, twelve and a half 
cents. 

2. For any distance oyer half a mile, and not exceeding a mile, twenty* 
fiye cents ; and in proportion for any greater distance. 

For carrying a lead upon a handbarrow— 

1. For any distance not exceeding half a mile, twenty-five cents. 

2. For any distance over half a mile, and not exceeding a mile, forty- 
four cents ; and in that proportion for any greater distance. 

For carting a load in a handcart — 

1. For any distance not exceeding half a mile, eighteen cents. 

2. For any distance over half a mile, and not exceeding a mile, thirty- 
one cents ; and in that proportion for any greater distance. 

§ 2. No public porter or handcartman shall ask, demand, or receive any 
greater rate or price for transporting any article or articles, than is herein 
allowed, under the penalty of five dollars for each off'ence. 

§ 3. No public porter or handcartman shall be entitled to receive or 
recover any pay or fare from any person from whom he shall have asked 
or demanded any great-er price or rates than he may be authorized to re- 
ceive by this title.

§ 4. No pnblie porter or handcartman shall be entitled to recorer or 
reeeive any paj or fare from any person for the transportation of any 
article or articles, unless his name and number of his license, and the 
rates, shall be fixed, and the badge worn, agreeably to sections fifth and 
sixth of the first title of the chapter. 

§ 5. Upon the trial of any canse commenced for the recovery of any of 
the aforesaid prices or rates, it shall be incumbent on the plaintiff in snch 
Mtion, to prove that the badge was worn, and the prices fixed, agreeably 
to the sections mentioned in the last preceding section, at the time the 
services were rendered for which the suit was brought. 
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RATES OF FARE OF HACKNEY COACHES, 
CARRIAGES, OR CABS. 

1. For conreying a passenger any distance not exceeding one mile, 
twenty-five cents : tot conveying two passengers the same distance, fifty 
cents, or twenty-five cents each ; and every additional passenger, tw^ity- 
five cents. 

2. For conveying a passenger any distance exceeding a mile, and with- 
in two miles, fifty cents ; and fi>r every additional passenger, twenty-five 
cents. 

3. For conveying one passenger to the New Alms House, fifty cents ; 
and for returning, fifty cents; for conveying two passengers the same 
distance, seventy-five cents fi>r the two ; and twenty-five cents going, and 
twenty-five cents returning for every additional passenger. 

4. For conveying one passenger to Forty-second street, and remaining 
half an hour and letuming, one dollar ; and for every additional passenger, 
twenty-five cents. 

5. For conveying one passenger to Sixty-first street, and remaining 
three-quarters of an hour and returning, one dollar and fifty cents ; and 
for every additional passenger, thirty-seven and a half cents. 

6. For conveying one passenger to Eighty-sixth street, and remaining 
an hour and returning, two dollars; and for every additional passenger, 
fifty cents, 

7. For conveying one or more passengers to Harlem, and returning, 
with the privilege of remaining three hours, four dollars. 

8. For conveying one or more passengers to Kingsbridge, and retunh 
ing, with the privilege of keeping the Carriage or Cab all day, five doUam. 

9. For the use of a Hackney Coach, Carriage, or Cab, by the day, with 
one or more passengers, five dollars. 

10. For the use of a Hackney Coach, Carriage, or Cab, by the hour, 
with one or more passengers, with the privilege of going from place to 
place, and of stopping as often as may be required, as follows, via. : — for 
the first hour, one dollar; for the second hour, seventy-five cents; and for 
evivy succeeding hour, fifty cents. 

11. For children between two and fourteen years of age, hsdf price 
only is to be charged ; and for children under two years of age, no charge 
ifl to be made. 

12. Whenever a Hackney Coach, Carriage, or Cab. shall be detained, 
excepting as aforesaid, the owner or driver shall be allowed after the rate 
of seventy-five cents lor an hour, thirty-seven and a half cents for each 
and every subsequent hour, and so on in proportion for any part of the 
first and subsequent hour which the same may be so detained. 

13. For attending a funeral within the Lamp and Watch District, two 
dollars, and the Potter's Field, three dollars ; which charge shall include 
for the necessary detention and returning with passengers. 
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14. Eyei7 driver or owner of a Haekney Coaeh, Carriage, or Cab. sball 
carry, transport, and convey in and npon his Coach, Carriage, or Cab, in 
addition to the person or persons therein, one tnnk, valise, saddle bag, 
carpet bag, portmanteau or box, if he be requested so to do, for each pas- 
senger, without charge or compensation therefor, but for every trunk or 
other such articles above named, more than one for each passenger, he 
tiuAl be entitled to demand and receive the sum of six cents. 

2. In case of disagreement as to distance or price, the same shall be de- 
termined by the Mayor or Superintendent of Hackney Coaches, Car- 
riages, and Cabs. 

3. The owner of any Hackney Coach, Carriage, or Cab, shall not de- 
»and or receive any pay for the conveyance of any passenger, unless the 
number of the carriage, and the rates and prices of fkre. shidl be fixed and 
placed in a manner hereinafter directed by section second of title fourth 
of this law, at the time such passenger may be conveyed in such Car- 
riage or Cab. 

4. The owner or driver of any Haekney Coach, Carriage, or Cab, shall 
not be entitled to recover or receive any pay from any person ftom whom 
he dNUl have demanded any greater price of rates tiian he may be author- 
iaad to receive as afivesittd. 

6. Upon the ^rial of any cause commenced for the recovery of aay of 
the aforesaid prices or rates, it shall be incumbent npon the plaintiff or 
pIMntiffis in such action, to prove that the number and prices or rates were 
placed and fixed in pursuance of the provisions of this law, at the time 
the services were rendered for whioh the suit may be bnmgfat. 

6. No owner or driver of any Haekney Coach, Carriage, or Cab, in the 
City of New York, shall ask, demand, or receive, any larger sum thm he 
or they may be entitled to receive as aforesaid, under the penalty of ten 
dollars for every such offence, to be sued for and recovered fh)m the owner 
or owners, or drivers, of any such Hackney Coach, Carriage, or Cab, seve- 
rally and respectively. 

{K^ Complaints of any violation of the Hackney Coach or Cab Law, 
can be made at the Mayor's Office, City Hall, or at the Office of the Chief 
of Police, Park.

WhAtever may be thoaght of the quality or the peoiiliArities of the 
Didly and Weekly Newspapers of this City, and perhaps of their Uteraiy 
or political merits, it behooyes us not here to speak: yet it must he 
allowed that in nnmerioal strength the Daily Papers of this Cityontrie 
that of any other in the world. The metropolis of the British Empire 
' possesses bat nine Daily Papers, and we bcdieve the Parisian Press is 
still more limited ^hilst no other city or town in England can boast of 
its Daily Paper. We hare been fayored by a member of the Press with 
the fbUowing list of the New York Dally and Weekly Papers, ranked 
aooording to their age, and Inolnding the number of the regular corps 
editorial and reportorial, political compleidon, etc. 

Commercial Advertiser. — Bigh-tonod Whig and anti-Free Trade. 
Edited by John Inman, one assistant editor, two reporters of city and 
law intelligence, one fi)r markets. 

Evening PosL— The organ of the old Democratic party. Polities, 
liberal Free Trade. Edited by William Cullen Bryant and one assist- 
ant, one reporter of law and city news, one for markets and eomneidal 
matters. 

Courier and Enqwrer.— The leading Whig Journal, and the organ of 
that party in this city. Editor, James Watson Webb: ChariesIUng. 
first assistant, and three sub^ssistaats ; two reporters of city news, and 
(me for markets. 

The Journal of Commerce. —Politics, semi -Whig and Aill Free 
Trade. Editors, Dayid Hale and Gerard HaUock; one assistant; two 
reporters of law and city news, and one for markets. 

Morning and Evening Express. — Fae-simiU copies of each other. 
Edited by James B, Brooks and Erastus Brooks, of this city, and Wm. B. 
Townsend, resident at Washington ; two reporters of city news, and one 
assistant editor, who alsodeyotes some portion of his time to that depart- 
ment Two oommeioial reporters are also on the Express. 

The Sun, owned by Moees Y. Beaoh ; at present edited by Major 
Noah. This is the oldest of the penny papers : was originally establish- 
ed by Benjamin R Day, and attained the height of its popularity under 
Richard Adams Locke. Mr. Beach employs two city reporters and sere- 
ral eontributors. In politics it professes to be neutral, but the contribu- 
tors are generally of the Loeo<Foeo soho<d. 

7^ Herald-^ThiM Journal Is owned by James Gordon Bennett, and 
he claims to be the Editor ; but the contributors to its columns are so 
numerous, and their opinions so yarious, that its political complexion 
varies like the hue of the chameleon. In polities it may be called Antf- 
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thing-arian. Mr. Bennett nsnally employs three assigtant editorSi one 
commercial editor, and four or five law, police and general reporters. 

Tfie 7Vtfrttn«.-~Higfa-toned Whig paper, and rigid protectionist. It is 
edited bj Horace Oneley and two assistants, two reporters of citj news, 
and one for commercial and monetary matters. This papers bears a high 
eharacter among the religions and temperance societies. 

TTie True Sun. — This paper was set np by jonmeymen printers, who 
left the employ of Mr. Beach to establish a riyal penny paper, an exp^- 
ment deemed very hasardons, bnt which hM>pi^ has succeeded. The 
first editor was Joseph Barber, the next S. De Witt Bloodgood, and tSe 
present Horatio Bartlett. The proprietors employ three law, poUoe and 
city- reporters, and one eontribntor to furnish monetary and market 
news. In pontics, like the old Sun, it is professedly neutral ] hut it« 
present editor is a ftall-blooded democrat of the modem schooL 

The Morning News.-^Tbia is a two cent paper, and claims to be the 
organ of the Democratic party. JohnL. CVSuUiyan is the political editor; 
Thomas J. Kettel. the commercial editor ; with one assistant, and'two ra- 
porters of law ana police intelligence. 

The CnoAtf.— Ultra-Democratic, and the organ of the Toung Democracy. 
It is ably edited by Levi D. Slamm and one assistant editor, aniii one se- 
porter of law and police. 

T^ Telegraph.— Th\B pM>er has but recently come into the field, and, 
although ably edited, it is as yet rather difficult to define its position in 
the political chart It is edited by S. De Witt Bloodgood, one assistant, 
two reporters of law and police, one of commercial matters. 

The Times.— TMb paper has but lately come out. It is under the pro- 
tection of the Natives. The editors are Messrs. Chapin and Kmg, one 
assistant editor, and two reporters of law and city news, and one for 
money matters. 

The Evening Mirror. — This paper was established by George P. Mor- 
ris and N. P. Willis, as the organ of the world of fashion in general, and 
the upper ten thousand of that world in particular. It is deemed to be 
tat authority in matters of criticism, fiushion and theatricals. The pre- 
sent editor is Mr. Fuller, with two assistants and one Reporter. 

Evening Gazette.— Thia paper is about one year old. It was establish- 
ed by James King, and is ably edited by himself and Richard Grant 
White. Two reporters of law and pciioe are employed on this paper. 

T%e Evening Ledger. — This is a youthful scion of the newspaperial 
fiock. It is edited by Messrs. Green and Meighan, and employs two re- 
porters. 

In addition to the above, we have five weekly papers of note. The 
Sunday Atlas is the oldest of these. Edited by Frederick West, who pre- 
sided over its destinies at i's birth, in 1836. Mr. West has several con- 
tributors, a^d the local news has a prominent place in the columns of the 
Atlas. 
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Tlie Sunday Mercury is one year younger than the Atlas. The origi- 
nal editor was Mr. Faige, better known as Dow, jr. About a year after 
the establishment of the Mercury, Mr. Nicholls joined it as a contribu- 
tor, and is now the associate editor with Mr. Paige. Like the Atlas, they 
have numerous contributors. 

The Sunday Times.— This paper was originally established by John 
Moore, Esq., and after various mutations passed into the hands of that 
veteran of tne press. Major Noah, who now owns over one-third of the 
concern, and has the control of the columns. 

The Sunday Difpatch.— -This paper is only in its infancy, but is quite 
a vigorous sheet. The editors are William Bums and a gentleman 
known to newspapezial fune as John Smith, jr., of Arkansas. 

TTie Spirit of the Times, a sporting paper, is also published here 
weekly. Edited by William T. Porter. 

TTie Albion, edited by Dr. Bartlett. and the Anglo-American by Mr. 
Patterson, weekly papers, as their titles indicate, devoted to European 
topics. 

We have also one French, one Spanish, and three German news- 
papers. 

We have also three pajpers published weekly, devoted to the special 
interests of the adopted citizens of Irish birth, and immigrants from that 
country. The oldest of these is the TrtUh Te220r, edited by William 
Denman : the JPreeman^s Journal, said to be edited by the Kight ReT. 
Dr. Hughes, and the Msh Volunteer. 

In making this resume of the merits of the Press, we have had to work 
curretUe calamo, but have endeavored rigidly to ''nothing extenuate^ 
nor set down aught in malice."

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THE NEW YORK HOSPITAL. 



In the year 1770. some of the most respectable and public spirited in- 
habitants of the city of New York subscribed considerable sums of money, 
for the purpose of erecting and establishing a public Hon)ital ; and a pe- 
tition was presented by Peter Middleton^ John Jones, and Samuel Baia,'*' 
three eminent physicians, to Lieutenant-Govemor Golden, then adminis- 
tering the government of the colony of New York, for a charter of incor- 
poration, which was. in consequence, granted the following year, by the 
Earl of Dunmore, Cwvemor and commander-in-chief of the -province. 

By this charter, dated the 13th of June, 1771, the mayor^jecorder. tdder- 
men and assistants, of the City of New York, the rectoy of Trinity Church, 
one minister from each of the other churches of different denominations 
then in the city, the president of King's (now Columbia) College, and a 
number of the principal and most respectable inhabitants of the city, 
were named as members, and incorporated, by the name of the " Society 
of the Hospital in the city of New York in America."t Twenty-siz 
governors were also named, for the management of the afEairs and busi- 
ness of the institution, who held their first meeting on the 25th July, 
1771. 

Through the influence of Dr. John Fothergill and Sir 'William Dunean, 
considerable contributions were made to the Society, by many inhabit- 
ants of London, and other places in Great Britain, and in 1772, the IQ^ 
lature of the province of New York granted an annual allowance of 800 
pounds (2,000 dollars) in aid of the institution for twenty years. 

In 1773, the governor of the Hospital purchased of Mrs. Barclay and 
Mr. Rutgers, five acres of ground, for the erection of a suitable ediiloe. 
A plan of a building having been procured by Dr. Jj>nes, the foundation 

* From the fonowins extract from a medical discourse, delivered by Dr. Middle- 
ton, in King's (now Colnmbia) College, on the 3d of November, 1769, it appears that 
the first sugcestion, relative to the establishment of a HospiUl, was made by Dr. 
Bud. " The necessity and usefulness," says Dr. Middleton, " of a public inSnauj. 
has been so waiinly and pathetically set forth in a discourse, delivered by Dr. Samiiel 
Bard, at the college commencement, iu May last, that his excelleuuy. Sir Heniy 
Moore, immediately set on foot a subscription for that purpose, to which himself and 
most of the gentlemen present, liberally contributed. His excellency also reeom- 
mendedit, in the most pressing manner, to the assembly of the province, as an object 
worthy of their attention : and the corporation of the city have given assurance of 
granting a very valuable and commodious lot of ground for erecting the building 
upon ; so that there is now almost a certain prospect of this benevolent and hnmaiM 
foundation soon taking place : and as it is to be on the most catholic and unexcep. 
tionabk plan, it is to be hoped that it will meet with the countenance and encom^ 
agement of every compassionate and cood member of society, whatever party or 
denomination he may cnoose to be distingnished by, on other occasions." 

•f By an act of thelLegislatnre, passed MUurehOth, 1810, the name oftiM corpontiaM 
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was laid, the 27th of July, 1773 ; bat on the 28th of February. 1775, when 
it was almost completed, the building accidentally took fire, aua was nearly 
consumed. 

By this misfortune the society suffered the loss of seyen thousand 
pounds (917,500) ; and the execution of their beneyolent plan would have 
been wholly frustrated, had not the legislature, in March, 1775, granted 
them the sum of 4000 pounds towards rebuilding the house, and repairing 
the loss they had sustained. But the war of Independence which took 
place in the same year, prevented the completion of the edifice. During 
the war, the building was occupied by British and Hessian soldiers as 
barracks, and occasionally as an hospital. 

The effects of the war on the condition of our city, and the general de< 
rangement of aflUrs, prevented any attention to the institution for some 
years, and it was not until the 3d of January. 1791, that the house was in 
proper condition to receive patients, when eignteen were admitted. 

The annuity, granted by the provincial legislature, ceased with the 
oommencement of hostilities between Great Britain and the colonies ; but 
the legislature of the state, on the 1st of March, 1788, directed eight hun- 
dred pounds, during four years, firom the 1st of February, 1788, to be paid 
oat of the moneys arising from excise in the city of New York. The le- 
gislature, by a subfequent act, passed the 11th Apxil, 1792, ^ For the bet- 
ter support of the Hospital," granted two thousand pounds a year, tat 
five years, payable out of the city excise. 

By an act passed the 31st of March, 1795, the legislature repealed ihe 
aot of the 1 1th April, 1792, as to fiiture payments, and granted to the Hos- 
pitaX four thousand pounds (^ 10,000) annually for five years, payable out 
of the duties on sales at public auction, in the city of New York. An 
additional sum of one thousand pounds ($2500) a year, for four years, was 
granted Uth April, 1796, payable out of the same fund. On the 20th 
March. 1801, the annual allowance of $12,500 was continued for five jeaxB 
from tne first of February, 1800. On the 2d of March, 1805, an act was 
passed continuing this sum for five years longer. In consequence of the 
representation of the governors, of the necessity of providing more suita- 
ble apartments for insane patients, the legislature, on the 14th of March, 
X806, passed an act, directing the sum of $12,500 annually to be paid out 
of the duties on sales at auction, to the treasurer of the Hospital, in quar- 
terly payments, until the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven ; 
and the act of the 2d of March, 1805, was at the same time repealed. 

By an act passed the 30th March, 1797, for the establishment and sup- 
port of a laiaretto, the masters and wardens of the port of New York were 
authorized to receive from the masters, ofBcers, seamen, and passengers, 
of every vessel entering the port of New York, a certain sum for each per- 
son, which was directed to be paid to the commissioners of the health 
offtce, for the relief of sick seamen and foreigners admitted into the lasa- 
fetto ; and the surplus, if any, was directed to be paid to such seamen as 
might be patients in the HospitaL 

By an act passed April Ist, 1796, for regulating the port of New Yorl^ 
the Harbor Master was directed to pay such fines as might be incurred 
under that act to the treasurer of the New York Hospital. 

By an arrangement between the treasury department of the United 
States and the Hospital, made in 1799, and since continued by subsequent 
anangement from time to time with the Secretary of the Troasury, the 
sick and disabled seanMB «l ^ port of N«w Yozfc are reeeived into the 
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Hospital, and en^oj all its adrantagei. TIm eoU«otor of the port, under 
the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, pays 
oat of the Hospital money collected and receiyed by him, fbr the board 
and maintenance of such seamen, with medicine and other charges, at a 
regular stipulated price, which has nerer exceeded three dollars per week 
for each patient. 

The number allowed and paid for has often been limited by the ooUeo- 
tor, according to the receipts from the funds at this port The goveraom, 
however, considering every seaman who has paid hospital money to the 
collector of the United States as having a just claim on the government 
of the United States for hospital relief, have never refused admittanoe to 
seamen, beyond the number limited ; trusting to the justice of the natknud 
legislature for remuneration of the sums expended in the support of sueh 
seamen, beyond the amount received from the collector. Without the idd 
which has thus been afforded to them, many of this neetol and meritori- 
ous, though careless and improvident class of men, must have been aban- 
doned, in disease and poverty, to the casual and precarious relief of c<nn- 
mon charity. 

A large and substantial building, erected on the southom part of the 
hospital ground in 1806, for the purpose of an Asylum for insane patients, 
being rendered useless for that object in 1821 by the establishment of the 
laige institution out of town (as afterwards more f^y stated), the govern- 
ors in 1825, thoroughly repaired and remodelled it, as a hospital for seamen, 
to which object it has since been entirely devoted, under the name of the 
" Marine Department of the New York Hospital." The seamen are thus 
enabled to receive all the advantages of a separate establishment devoted 
to their use, and fitted to their peculiar wants, combined with the no lets 
important advantages of the r^pilar ofBcial superintendenee and inspec- 
tion of the governors of the Hospital, and the attendance of experienced 
and skilful physicians and surgeons employed in its duties. In 1840, the 
governors finding that, with the growth of the city, any unusual oecur- 
rence of accident or disease often overcrowded the wards of the main 
building, and that besides, the variety of diseases, and the difference of 
habit»and characters of the patients made a more thorough separation of 
patients in different wards, very desirable, determined upon erecting ano- 
ther edifice. This was completed in 1841, being placed on the north side 
of the spacious grounds, and corresponding in general appearance with the 
marine building. This building, erected at an expense of about ^^000, 
varying a good deal in its interior arrangements and construction fhnn tiie 
other buildings, aflbrds great additional accommodation, together with 
the means of such disposition of the wards and division of the patients m 
greatly conduce to their recovery or comfort. 

During the same period, another stone outbuilding was fitted up for 
post mortem examinations, for the delivery of lectures on such examina- 
tions, and foft the purposes of medical instruction, affording also aeeoraiiMh 
dation for the coroner and his jury on the frequent occasion of their ser- 
vice on deaths arising from accident. 

The ground on which the Hospital stands is an area about 456 ftet in 
length and 440 feet in breadth ; bounded in front on Broadway, and in 
the rear on Church street, northeriy on Anthony street, and southerly <» 
Duane street Fart of this area, fhmting on Broadw^r, is at mesent 
owned and occupied by individuals, leaving an avenue of about 90 ftet, 
leading from Bioadmy, which Is phnted with a doable rvw of efans. 
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The gionnd belonging to the Hospital waa enclosed with a brick wUl 
in 1801. 

The site of the Hospital is elevated, being considerably above the level 
of Church street, and abont 600 yards distant fh>m Hudson river. It is 
one of the most open and airy situations in the city, and possesses gnttib 
advantages for the enjoyment of fresh and salubrious breeses. 

The principal building, denominated the Hospitai, is of grey stone, 
and in the simple Doric style. It extends in firont 124 feet, is 50 feet deep 
fai the centre, and 86 feet deep at the wings, which prcgect on each side. 
It consists 01 three stories above the basement; a third story having 
been added in 1803, when it became necessunr to put on a new roof. The 
height above the ground is about 52 feet. The basement story, which ia 
about ten feet high, contains a larger and a smaller kitchen, a bakery, 
three store rooms, and two wards, fitted up fbr the temporary reoeption or 
certain classes of cases requiring peculiar txeatment. The principal stoiy 
is about 14 feet high. In the centre is a hall and staircase, a room for the 
Governors, a parlor and dining-room for the superintendent and matnm 
and other offtcers of the house, an apothecary's shop, and a room for the 
cterk. In each story of each wing are two wards, thirty-six feet in length, 
and twenty-four feet in breadth, opposite to each other, and opening into 
passages extending from one end of the house to the other, and commu- 
idcating by a staircase. On the second and third floors of the centre are 
rooms for the accommodation of the superintendent and matron, the 
house-physician, apothecary, and different officers and servants, and the 
Hbraxy apartments ; and in the third story, looking to the north, is the 
theatre for surgical operations, fitted up so as to accommodate about four 
hundred persons. This buildmg contains fifteen wards for the sick, thir^ 
teen of which are each thirty-six feet long and twenty-four feet broad, iu 
which about 150 patients may be comfortably accommodated. There are 
about twenty other rooms, of different dimensions, besides the consulta- 
tion room and library, and theatre for surgical operations. 

During the autumn of 1829, the wings of the Hospital were considera- 
bly extended, and the additional space thus gained was converted into 
nurses' rooms, apartments for baths, and water-closets; a freer ventila- 
tion was also greatly promoted by enlarging the windows in the northern 
and southern extremities of the building, &c. ; for which, and sundry 
other repurs, the sum of $7,128 was expended. 

The edifice is crowned with a handsome cupola, which affords a most 
extensive and picturesque view of the city, harbor, and adjacent country. 
There is an excellent kitchen-garden ; and the grounds are laid out in 
walks, planted with fruit and ornamental trees, for the benefit of conva- 
lescent patients. 

The building denominated th^ Marine Department is also of grey 
stone. It is situated on the soutl^erly side of the ground, at a short dis- 
tance from the principal building, and corresponding with it in its exte- 
rior appearance and style of architecture. 

This building, on account of thfb declivity of the ground, has a sub- 
basement, besides a basement and two principal stories. Its length is 90 
feet, it is 40 feet deep in the cex^re, and 65 feet at the wings, which pro- 
ject 12>i^ feet on each side. The sub-basement contains 10 rooms. 11 
fleet long and 8>^ feet wide, an4 9 feet high ; three rooms 16>i^ feet 
long and l\% feet wide, and a kitchen ^yi feet long and 16>i^ feet 
wide. There is a hall numiog through the centre; from one end to the 
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other, into which the doors of the zooms or cells (upenj opposite to the 
windows. All the wards and rooms, except the four largest, and those 
in the npper story, are arched with brick, and the walls are also brick, 
white-washed: so that there is no wood, and the walls being filled with 
brick, the building is completely fire-proof. The basement story con- 
tains the same number of rooms, and of the same size with those in the 
sab-basement. In each of the two principal stories are also ten toooul 
11 feet long and 8>^ feet wide, two rooms 17 feet long and 11)^ Ibec 
wide, and two rooms 24 feet long and 17 wide, which open into a hall U 
feet wide. The height of the principal story is 14>^ and of the upper 
story 12>i^feet. 

The height of the building from the ground, in front, is about 46 fiwt. 
It contains thirteen large and sixteen smaU rooms, wmch are appropri- 
ated to sick seamen, and in which about 125 patients can be comfortidUy 
accommodated ; besides which, there are a number of adjoining apart- 
ments, for bathing-rooms^ wateivclosets, nurses' bed-rooms, &o. 

Corresponding with this in its general architectural ohuracter, thoni^ 
differing in sise and in many minor details, is the new or North Hospital, 
erected in 1841. It is placed on the north side of the main building, 
facing and parallel to the Marine Department. It is built of blue granite 
and the brown Connecticut sand-stone. It is 93 feet by 63, and three 
stories high, exolusire of the basement story. It is caloulatea to accom- 
modate in the most comfortable manner, and in a great yariety of rooms, 
admitting much classification and separation, about 115 patients. It was 
erected at an expense of nearly ^^^000. Besides these edifices, there is 
a large and excellent low stone building for a laundry and other purposes, 
commodious stables, and finally another stone building reaching to the 
street on the south-east comer of the Hospital grounds, which u about 
50 by 30 feet, of two stories, and fitted up for lectures, post mortem 
examinations, and the 'preparation and preserration of a FatholoflpnJ 
Cabinet, formed from the morbid anatomy of cases occurring in the Hos- 
pitaL 
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THE BLOOMINGDALE ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 



Medical TVeotoMnt—The report of a pablio institntion, j 
as it ia fbr general readen, fbr persons mostly unconnected with iSba 
medical profession, is not a legitimate or ^ypropriate organ through whioh 
topnblish a detailed aeconnt of the snbjeots belonging to this department. 
Opinions, however, which are but too extensively entertained, justify 
the assertion, in this place, that foit mental alienation there is no grand 
specific, no nniversal restorative. If, according to the belief of the late 
S\t William Ellis, such specific ^ does exist somewhere in nature," the 
world is none the wiser for it, since it has not bem discovered. Nor^ in 
the treatment of this disorder, is reoonrse had to any species of aoroeiy, 
witchcraft, incantation, magic, txt other secret and mysterious process by 
which it is intended to charm the patient into the healthy use of his 
rational powers. The treatment is based upon the plain and praotieal 
principles of the science of medicine, principles which are alike applicable 
• to all the bodily maladies to which the human race is liable. Insanity, 
like other diseases, must be managed according to its symptoms ; and in- 
. asmuch as these are- different in different cases, the treatanent must be 
modified aoc(«dingly. And if it be, as it most undoubtedly is, a fkMSt, that 
a much larger pr^tortion of the insane recover in the asylums intendfld 
for their benefit, than would be cured were there no such institutioas, it 
is because the medical men attached to those establishments devote their 
time almost exclusively to this peculiar branch of the profession, and 
hence ought to understand it more thoroughly than the general praeti- 
tioner, and because the patients can be more strictly subjected to a course 
- of medicine, and are more easily controlled by stiangers than by their 
immediate relatives and friends. 

It is believed, furthermore, that the vital interests of a portion of the 
community may to some extent be subserved by an expression of our be- 
lief in the deleterious consequences of the ordinary mode of commencing 
the treatment of insanity by repeated and copious bleeding. The abstrac- 
tion of blood from the veins or arteries of those who arc suffering under 
mental derangement, is but little practised in lunatic asylums, either in 
Great Britain or the United States. The lancet has probably confirmed 
and perpetuated more cases of insanity than it has cured. A man was 
admitted into this Asylum, in 1831, who had been bled from twelve to 
sixteen ounces every third or fourth day for the space of six weeks ; and 
a woman was received in 1834, who, during some of her previous parox- 
ysms, had been bled eighty or ninety ounces — say one gallon and a quar* 
ter, at each time. These patients are still here, confirmed maniacs for 
life. 

During the past summer a man was attacked with insanity, and, 
although freely bled on alternate days, several times, continued to grow 
worse. At length, having attempted suicide, he was brought to the Asy- 
lum. Here he soon began to improve, and at the expiration of six weeks 
returned to his friends perfectly restored, and without the loss of any 
blood during his residence at the institution. 
There are, undoubtedly, cases which require the use of the lanoet, but 
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they vte ran. The indiflcriminate employmeiit of this meUiod of depte- 
tion is Mghly iigurioas and reprehensilble. 

Moral TreatmerU.— Time was when the words " Lonatio Asylum'' 
were almost synonymous with '' bars, bolts, strait jackets, manacles, fetters 
and chains.'' It is doubtful whether, at the time, the term Moral treat- 
ment was in the least degree applicable to the internal policy of those 
establishments. Jmmoni was probably the more appropriate adjectiye. 
It is not intended, by this, to censure or condemn the c<md\ici^oI impugn 
the motiyes of the persons concerned in their management. They acted 
in accordance with preyailing sentiments, and by the light of aU the then 
existing knowledge of insanity and the insane. But a brighter day has 
dawned upon the clouded existence of those who, in the dispensations of 
Proyidence, haye been depriyed of the use of reason. It has been found 
to be unnecessary to make them such complete outcasts ftom society, its 
attractions, its amenities, and its blandishments, so entirely to depriye 
them of the luxuries, the comforts, eyen the conyeniences of ciyilis^ do- 
mestic life. It has been discoyered that kindness is more powerful than 
" stripes and a dungeon," in the management of the insane. In short, it 
has been fbund that by treating them as honorable men and human beings, 
rather than as criminals and as brutes, by bringing around them a yari- 
ety of objects and subjects attractiye to the senses and interesting to the 
mind, by pursuing towards them a course of conduct founded upon good 
will and sustained by firmness, the greatest degree- of quiet and content- 
ment is secured to the patient, and the utmost possible probability of 
recoyery attained. . 

This humane system of disciplinary treatment was begun, almost 
simultaneously, by Pinel in France and Tuke in England, and has since 
been introduced into a yery large proi)ortion of the asylums in all en- 
lightened nations. Some of the first established institutions of the kind 
in this country commenced operations by the adoption of its principles in 
their management. Since that period, howeyer, although the principles 
haye remained the same, improyements haye been made in the practical 
application of them, insomuch that the condition of the inmates has been 
in an eminent degree ameliorated. 

The fundamental elements of moral treatment are kindness and bene- 
yolenoe; the means or agents employed in bringing its infiuence to act 
upon the patient, are religious worship, instruction, manual labor, recrea- 
tion and amusement. 

Religious Worship.— The clergyman of a church in the neighborhood 
(delates regularly sA the Asylum on the Sabbath. We haye no chapel, 
but one of the ciq)acious halls of the centre building forms a yery good 
substitute. Being proyided with chairs and settees, it affords comlmrta- 
ble accommodations for an audience of one hundred persons. The num- 
ber of patients in attendance yaries from fifty-fiye to seyenty— or nearly 
two-thirds of the whole. Although some who, at first, are disinclined to 
attend the seryice, may be adyised to join the audience, yet compulsion is 
neyer resorted to. Many of our patients are Catholics, and their course 
in reference to this subject is always optional to themselyes. A large 
proportion of those who are accustomed to attend seryice, are capable of 
. receiying and appreciating religious truth. In same cases where the in- 
tellectual Acuities are deeply and permanently disordered, the sentiment 
of deyotion remains unimpaired, and the fountain of religious fieeling as 
pure as in the better days of the indiyidQa]. And eyen upon those, in

1815, the gronnds now occupied by this Institution, and erected thereon 
the principal edifice. It was completed in 1820, and opened for the recep- 
tion of patients in June, 1821. when it received the name of ' Bloomingdale 
Asylum for the Insane.' " At subsequent periods, two other buildings 
were erected, by which the accommodations for patients were nearly 
doubled. The whole expense has been nearly two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

From the time of opening the Institution to December 31st, 1844, the 
number of patients admitted was two tlumsand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-fivej of whom one thousand three hundred and fifty-four were 
. cured. 

TBB BLOOHINODALB ASYLUM FOR THB INSANE 

Is a Branch of the New York Hospital, and, through a delegated Com- 
mittee of six of their number, is under the general control of the Board 
of Governors of that institution. It is situated near the Bloomingdale 
road, seven miles from the City Hall, upon an elevated and beautiful site, 
half a mile from the Hudson River. It commands a view of an extensive, 
diversified and delightfal country, including portions of Long Island ana 
the Sound, Staten island. New Jersey, the Hudson and Harlem rivers, 
the Palisades, Fort Lee and Fort Washington. 

The prhioipal building is constructed of hewn stone. It consists of a 
central portion, occupied by the officers, and two wings devoted to the 
accommodation of parents. It is two hundred and eleven feet long, sixty 
feet wide and three stories in height, exclusive of basement and attie. 
There are two other buildings, each standing at right angles with the 
principal edifice, about one hundred feet in its rear, one at the eastern and 
the other at the western extremity. These are each three stories in 
height, sixty feet in length and forty in width. 

The westerly half of the establishment is devoted to the male, and the 
easterly to the female patients, and each of these departments is separat- 
ed into several subdivisions, for the purpose of a suitable classification of 
the inmates. • 

The grounds immediately adjacent to the buildings are handsomely 
laid out and planted with flowers, shrubs and the choicest firoit and oma* 
mental trees. 

The farm contains about fifty acres, a large portion of which is undet 
high cultivation, and very productive. A substantial and commodious 
stone building, erected a few years since, serves the several purposes «f 
bam, stable and carriage-house. A spring-house and ice house are on 
the premises, and a spacious and handsome green-house in the garden.

Moral Treatment,— Ererv event, condition and cireomstanee in the

}eoted, has an effect, for good or for eyil, upon that part of his bdng 
which the French so happily term the moraitt, Whateoerer is true, in 
this respect, of man without the walls of an institution for the inaane, is, 
generally, equally so of man within those walls. 

No idea more erroneous was ever entertained, than that the nuuM of 
persons whose minds are disordered cannot appreciate the convenienoes ' 

and comforts of civilized, domestic life. Humanity never wandered more j 

widely from her proper path than when she placed the man bereft of rea< 
son upon a level with the felon. I 

It would appear that the moral treatment of the insane, like Hteratnxe | 
and science, felt the deteriorating influence of the dark ages. The an- 
<rtent Egyptians, three thousand years ago, removed their patients to 
temples .where "agreeable songs and melodious sounds perpetually 
Charmed their ears, and gardens of flowers and ornamented groves fur- 
nished delightful walks and delicious perfumes. Every moment was 
consecrated to some diverting scene and amusement which had a most 
beneficial result on the diseased mind ; interrupted the train of melazh 
choly thought, dissipated sorrow, and wrought the most salutary changes 
on the body through the agency of the mind." 

Although much of the superstition of the Egyptians, and many of the 
ceremonies of their mystic religion were mingled with these enlightened 
measures, yet, upon the whole, the treatment was far more rational than 
that which haA been recommended by some high authorities in compaia- 
tively modern times and among a people professing Christianity. 

Dr. Cullen, one of the most eminent of the British physicians of his 
time, "considered it necessary to inspire mad patients with a feeling of 
awe and dread of those who are to attend them, and that this is to be 
acquired by stripes and Motr«." 
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Burns, in exponnding the principles of "Justice," asserts that '^any 
man may justify confining and beating his friend, being mad." It might ' 
well be asked which of the two, the maniac or his " friend," would, under 
such circumstances, be the most truly mad. 

For centuries, however, this system was pursued in the treatment of 
the insane, and, even at the present time, is not abolished in some places. 
In the most enlightened communities, tnere is still an impression that 
persons of disordered mind can be governed only through fear. But few 
ideas are more erroneous than this. It is not intended that fear shall 
enter, as a priJiciple, into the system of management pursued at this in- 
stitution, and all measures calculated to inspire the patients with awe, 
are as far as possible avoided. 

Show the insane man that you feel an interest in his case, that you 
really consult his welfiure ; that you will even submit to some self-denial 
or self-sacrifice to promote his interests, and, in nineteen cases out of 
twenty, you have secured a friend who will be the foremost to protect 
you from injury. There are but very few persons laboring under mental 
derangement who cannot be approached as a brother would meet a bro- 
ther. There is no place in all the earth where the infant can be more 
safely entrusted than in most of the halls of a well regulated asylum for 
the insane ; «nd none where the little child is more petted and caressed. 

It is a fact which probably wiU not be questioned, that, in what point of 
view soever the subject be considered, the true policy in an institution 
like this, is to make it, as far as the circumstances and condition of the 
patients will admit, an agreeable home. Bender the insane comfortable, 
and a great point is gained, not only in preserving quiet in the house, 
but in hastening a cure, if a cure be possible. It is believed to be the 
honest endeavor, not only of the Committee, but of the officers and 
others concerned in the management of the Asylum, to effect the object 
mentioned. 

The apartments of the patients are well furnished, their tables mostly 
set with cloths and all the furniture used in private families, and well 
supplied, in both quantity and quality, with a sufficient variety of meats, 
vegetables, pastry and firuit. They have access to a variety of means for 
instructi(»i and amusement, a more particular account of some of which 
may not be devoid of interest. 

Rdigious Worship. — ^With a single exception, the religious services on 
the Sabbath have been continued throughout the year. Of the two hun- 
dred and thirty-one persons who have been in the Asylum as patients dur- 
ing the year, one hundred and ninety-ei^t have attended some portion 
of the time. The greatest number present at any time was seventy-nine, 
of whom fifty-one were males and twenty-eight females. The least num- 
ber at any time was ibrty-five, and the average number for the year, 
sixty-three. 

With the officers, attendants and others employed in the establish- 
ment, the audience is increased to from ninety to one hundred and ten. 

As great a degree of order prevails as in most assemblies convened for 
divine worship. The experience of the past year has wrought no change 
in the opinion that attendance at religious services holds an important 
rai^ among the means of moral treatment. The disciplinary effect is 
almost invariably favorable, while a more important advantage is fre- 
quently obtained. 
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InHruction.— About the Ist of September a school was eommenced in 
the men's department, in which the ordinary branches of a common Eng- 
lish edncation are tanght, together with chemistry, natnraf philosophy, 
and geometry. Most of the patients that attend, read and write, and 
many of their writing-books are filled with neatly written copies. A 
laive proportion stndy either geography or arithmetic. 

Althongh the aetnal amount of ayailable knowledge acquired must ne- 
eessarily be small, excepting, perhaps, by a few of the younger patients, 
vet the school may be accounted as one of the most Taluable auxiliaries 
w the moral treatment In reyiewing the studies pursued in early life, 
old associations are awakened, the pleasing recoUeotions of school-boy 
days are reyived, and the mind is thus won, for a time, from the delusions 
of disease. Many patients are ordinarily inclined to write, either for 
amusement or for the purpose of communicating with their friends. The 
school-room is the resort for these, where materials for writing are always 
at hand. In this way, no smul amount of inconvenience has been 
avoided. 

A school has this advantage :— it keeps a larger number of the patients 
under the influence of a curative discipline during a greater pwtion of 
the time than any of the other means of moral treatment.

A Hospital of hammered stone, three stories high, and calculated to ac- 
commodate invalids, and finished in 1896, at a cost of ninety thoosand 
dollars and upwards. 

A Superintendent's House, Physician's House, bams, outhouses, and 
offices, together with the usual and necessary stores, medicines, imple- 
ments, forniture, and stocks appropriated to such an establishment 

The Board of Trustees had on deposit to their credit in the Merchant's 
Bank, on the first of January, 1846, the sum of six thousand and twenty- 
nine dollars and thirty-eight cents, and five thousand six hundred dollars 
inyested in state stocks, bearing six per cent, interest. And their out- 
standing debt on that day, exclusive of the unsettled debt of forty-five 
thousand dollars due to the State, amounted to about one thousand three 
hundred dollars; besides which, the Health Commissioners have a claim 
against them, for the treatment of invalid seamen at the Quarantine, dur- 
ing the year 1S45, the amount of which has not yet been ascertained. 

The Hospital at present used for the accommodation of the sick and 
disabled, is calculated to accommodate two hundred patients. On the Ist 
of January, 1845, there remidned under treatment one hundred and eight 
white, and thirty colored patients, of whom thirteen are considered incur- 
able, and are of course tenants for life. 

The establishment is provided with a place of worship, at which the 
chaplain of the Betreat regularly officiates. An apothecary's shop and 
baths throughout. The biead consumed is baked on the premises, and 
the clothes of each patient regularly washed and ironed. The old Hospi- 
tal is used as a Lunatic Asylum, and contains accommodations for four- 
teen lunatics. About twelve acres are devoted to raising vegetables and 
g^en stuff for the establishment ; and the whole of the premises, it is 
proposed, as your Committee are informed, to surround with a durable 
wall, whenever the means of the Institution shall justify the expense.

The Compiler is indebted to M. Monson, Esq., the polite and gentle- 
manly Cashier of the New York City Post Office, for the following sta- 
tistics of that office. 

From 75,000 to 100^000 newspapers are receiyed for delirery and dis- 
tribution per day. This is a much larger number than under the old 
law. 

About 27,000 letters and circulars pass through this office per day. 
Tliis includes those receired for delirery, and those sent to the various 
offices throughout the Union. This number exceeds by one-half tiiat 
under the old law. 

The receipts fall below those under the old law almost one-half, and 
are increasing very slowly. 

There were received by the steam-ship Hibemia, on Saturday, January 
24th, 10,000 letters for city delivery, and for the different offices through- 
out the United States 9,000, making, in aU, 19,000 letters : and of news- 
papers for this delivery and distribution, 112 bushels. This immense 
auantity of letters and newspapers was ready Ibr delivery and distribu- 
ion in three and a half hours after their arrival 

There are about 85 persons employed in this office, including carriers, 
&c. 

It will be seen f^m the above, that although the amount of business 
is increased in aU departments nearly one-half, yet the receipts fall below 
those under the old law nearly one-half. This might reasonably have 
been anticipated in a country so extensive and so sparsely settled as 
ours : but in a few years, when our contemplated railroads are completed, 
and the new svstem gets into fuU operation, there is no doubt but it will 
wetk well, and to the entin satisflwtioii of all parties interested.

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ADOPTION OF THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION 
BY THE SEVERAL STATES. 

The Delegates fbr fonning the Constitation aasembled in PhUadelphk 
on the second Monday in May^ 1787. George Washington was apixAnted 
President of the Conyention. After debating the several articles of tht 
Constitution for about four months, it was adopted and signed bj all the 
membors then present, on the 17th September. The Constitution was fhen 
to be sent out for the approval of each State. A provision was made by 
the C<mvention, that the ratification of nine States should be suffldeiit 
fat the establishment of the new system. It was warmly debated in the 
St«te Conventions, but was at length adopted by them all ; in some oasee 
with the recommendation of amendments, and in others without amend- 
ments.

CROTON DAM AND RESERVOIRS. 

Estracts from the Description of the Croton Aqueduct, by J. B. JarrHt, 
Esq., furnished to Charles King, Esq., for his Memoir on the 
svSject. 

The length of the Aqueduct, ftom the Croton Dam to Harlem Riyer, is 
32.88 miles, for which distance it is an uninterrupted conduit of hydrau- 
lic stone and brick masonry. The high ground that bounds the northerly 
side of Harlem River yalley, is very near the level of the Aqueduct at 
that place ; and the width of the valley at the aqueduct level is about 
1,450 feet, or a little over one-quarter of a mile ; over which a bridge is 
designed to be constructed (and is now in progress) at an elevation of 114 
feet above the level of high tide in the Harlem River, on which iron pipes 
are to be laid to convey the water across the valley. 
. The Receiving Reservoir at Yorkville is bounded by Eighty-sixth 
street on the north, Seventy-ninth street on the south. Seventh avenue on 
the west, and Sixth avenue on the east It is 1,836 ftet long and 836 fiwt

wide on the ontaide angle of the embankment; containing an area of 36 
acres, divided into two diyisions, and is (a little oyer) 5 miles ftom t^e 
City Hall. From the Receiying Reservoir a double line of iron pipes, 
three feet in diameter, is laid down in Eightieth street and Fifth avenue, 
to convey the water 2.176 miles, to the Distributing Reservoir at Murray 
Hill. The location of this Reservoir is on the Fifth avenue, between 
Fortieth and Forty-second streets, and is three miles from the City Hall; 
it is 4SiO feet square on the cornice of the exterior wall, and contains an 
area of 405 acres, diyided into two equal divisions^ and has an average 
eleration of 44.5 net above the level of the streets anmnd it. 

The Receiring Reservoir has a capacity of 160,000,000 imperial gaUena, 
as it now stands. 

The Croton Reservoir (which hM receiyed the name of Croton Lake) 
coyers about 400 acres of land, and is ayaUable as a reservoir fat 
500,000,000 imperial gallons of water, above the level that would allow 
the Aqueduct to discharge 35,000,000 gallons per day. The flow of the 
Croton is about 27,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours at the lowest 
stages, which continues, with moderate rises by occasional rains, from 
two to three months in the year. This may be considered the minimum 
capacity of the river. When the wants of the city shall require a daily 
supply of 35,500.000 gallons, it will be necessary, during the season of 
lowest water, to draw daily from this Reservoir, 8,00OX)00 gallons, to make 
up the deficiency in the natural flow of the river. This amoimt the Re- 
fiervoir would supply for 62 days, without any aid from occaaioi^ niaa ; 
whtoh may saftly be relied upon, to keep up the required supply frraa 
the Reservoir, beyond any drought we have any ground to apprehend. 
The supply of the Croton, from its daily flow, aided by this Reeorrotar, 
may therefore be taken, with great confidence, at 35,000.000 gallons, which 
will be very ample for the wants of the city mr a long time to come; and 
when the day arrives that it will require a larger quantity, it may be ob- 
tained by constructing other reservoirs farther up the stream, where 
there are abundant facilities fat aueh purposes.

When this City, after its restoration (25th of November, 1783), 
had the honour of your Excellency's presence, it was regretted that the 
derangements of its institutions suspended those public testimonials of 
respect, gratitude, and applause, whicli every heart truly American i» 
solicitous to pay to your distinguished meAts and services. The Corpo- 
ration, since organized, resolved to embrace a proper opportunity to mani- 
fest the exalted sense which they entertain of both ,* and are happy that 
your approach to the vicinity of this State will put it in their power to 
carry that resolution into effect.

I received your address and the freedom of the City with which 
you have been pleased to present me in a Golden Box, with the sensibi- 
lity and gratitude which such distinguished honours have claim to. The 
flattering expression of both stamps yalue on the acts: do call for 
stronger language than I am master of to conyey my sense of the obli- 
gation in adequate terms. 

To have had the good fortune, amidst the vicissitudes in a long and 
arduous contest, never to have '* known a moment when I did not pos- 
sess the confidence and esteem of my country," and that my conduct 
should have met the approbation and attained the affectionate reward of 
the State of New York (where difficulties were numerous and complicatecO} 
may be ascribed more to the effect of Divine Wisdom, which had dis- 
posed the minds of the people, harassed on aU sides, to make allowances 
for the embarrassments of my situation, whilst with fortitude and pa- 
tience they sustained the loss of their Capitol and a valuable part of their 
territory, and to the liberal sentiments and great exertions of her virtu- 
ous citizens, than to any merit of mine. 

The reflection of these things now, after the many hours of anxious 
solicitude which all of us have had, is pleasing, as our embarrassments 
at the moment we encountered them were distressing, and must console 
us for past sufferings and perplexities. 

I pray that Heaven may bestow its choicest blessings on your City ; 
that the devastations of war in which you found it may soon be with- 
out a trace; that a well regulated and beneficial commerce may en- 
rich all your citizens, and that your State (at present the seat of the em- 
pixt) may set such examples of wisdom and liberality as shall have a 
tendency to strengthen and give permanency to the Union at home, and 
credit and respectability to it abroad ; the accomplishment whereof is a 
remaining wish, and the primary object of all my desires.

and settled hoxisekeepem for the siiace of oue ycare, or given security for 
the same, unless by special license from the Mayor or Aldermen with the 
^>probation of the governor. And if any person or persons soe made free 
shall depart from this citty by the space of six months, unless such person 
or persons so departing shall during that time keep fire and candle-light, 
and pay Scot and liOtt, shall loose his and their freedom ; and that all 
and every merchant hereafter to bee made free shall pay for the same 
six Bo vers ; And all Handicraft trades and others to pay two bcvers for 
their being made freemen: (unless by special order of court) ordered and 
xnade a taxation for the building of the new dock or wharfis, is to bee 
le^ed accordingly. 

Ordered, that all persons that keepe publicq houses, shall scU beeie'as 
well as wyn and other livjuors and keep Lodginge for Strangers.

That the Citty gates be Locked up by the Constable or Deputy before 
nine of the Clock, and opened in the morning presently after day Light, 
at the dismissinge of the watch : And if any Person goes flrom or absent 
himselfe without consent, he or they shall forfeite for every such Default 
Ten Guilders. 
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That the Sergeant or CorporeU of the watteh shall at all times 
the Deputy Constable npon the wattoh for the exeention thereof 

niat the Constable or his Depntj (the City gates being shutt) be upon 
the -watteh by nine of the Clock, and by his Rolle call over all the nnmm 
(Kt those who are to giye their attendance there that night, and that fha 
ftylers to bee mariced to pay their fine, which is to bee a formerly foot 
goUders pr erery de&olt; And if any one comes to the wattoh after tt« 
Soole is call over, he shall pay half the iBne aforesaid. 

That whosoerer shall come npon ye Watteh that is orercharged with 
Drinke. he or they shall pay half the aforemencond fOne : But if AbusiTe 
or Qoite Diinke, the whole lllne to be paid as if absent, and secured on 
the watteh aU night. 

That whosoerer shall presume to make any quarrel upon the watteh 
upon the aooount of being of difEerent nations, or any other pretext whst- 
soeyer, he or they shall pay a whole fflne and be Lyable to such Airlar 
■ensure as the Merit of the eause shall require. < 

That noeCentinall presume to oome off his duty untill hee bee reliefMI, 
under a severe sensure, which is to bee at least twenty guilden fiatr a 
line and three days Imprisonment. For the time, the officer upon ye 
watteh is to take care that it is to be equally propmioned and not to ex- 
oeed one houre at a time. 

That frequent Rounds be made about the Citty. and especially towaidi 
the Bridge, and not less than three times every night 

Upon oomphdnt made unto the Court, It is oMered, noe Cursing or 
Swearinge shall bee suffered upon the Watch, nor any g^ing at dice or 
Cards, nor any exercise of drinkinge, upon the penalty of four guilden 
for every such oflienoe. 

If any disorders are committed upon the watteh contrary to the tenure 
to this Order, the Constable or his Deputy shall give an account thereof 
the following momiag to the Mayor or Deputy Mayor. 

That a list of the ffines bee brought by the Provost to the Mayor or 
Deputy Mayor every mouth, after which there shall bee power granted 
to Levye the ffines by disstress, if not otherwise satisfied. 

The Sergeuxt belong to every watch, shall come with his halberd, and 
see that every one of the watch bring his armes, that is to say, his sword 
and good halfe Pike on the Penalty of foure guilders for every offence. 

All Citizens are hereby ordered to have in readiness in their houses tat 
every head one good mnskett firelock with Powder and Ball: with 6 
ohaiges of powder and 6 of ball at least, upon the penalty of foure guildem 
for the first offence, double for the second, and treaple for the third offence. 
And the Officers of each Company are required to make or cause to bee 
made a due search for the same as often as they shall see cause and at 
least foure times a yeare. 

It is alsoe ordered that the Citizen souldiers upon all occasions shall 
appeare with good armes before their Captaines CouUers at the first beat- 
inge of their Drums on the penalty of therty guilders for every default. 
And for not appearinge with good and sufficient armes for every defiiuilt 
tenn guilders.

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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

THE ANOIENT AND MODERN OTTY HALLS. 

The fo\l(m\ng intereflting sketch of Public Buildings is selected from 
Goodrich's Picture of New Yoric, published in 1829 : 

Soon after the foundation of the City, our forefiitheni were impressed 
with the necessity of having a building wherein the citizens might 
assemble on all ]>ublic occaxiunfi. Accordingly, in 1642, under the reign 
of QoxemoT KeifTt. uud when the town was yet in its infancy (as in four- 
teen years after it had only 120 houses, and 1,UOO inhabitants, including 
the garrison), a ''Stadt Huys," SUte House or City HaU, ahio cjOled the 
Stadt-herberg, or City TaverU; was built on the comer of Pearl street 
and Coenties alley, firunting the Slip, where Brinkeriioff'a buildings now 
■tand. It was built at the cxpen.se of the West India Company, and 
called the Company's Tuvorn, as it was partly devoted to the entertain- 
ment of strangers, who, on arriving in the city, were usually receired 
under the hoopitable roof of the Gorcmor, which had probably been 
found inconvenieut to him. 

The building was of stone, three stories high, and some remains of the 
original edifice are yet to be ditjcovered in vaults, or dungeons, in the 
cellar. 

In this celebrated building the most important afiaifj^ of the City and 
Colony were transacted: courts were held; the transfers of Sovereignty 
were made in ir><)l and Ifi?! ; the first school was held in it in 1652, and 
some time aftcrwanls ; the first Court of Admiralty in IOTm, organized by 
Governor Nichols, was convened, and held their sessiiin there ; and dur- 
ing the difficulties between Lesler and Bayard, in 16.^, one party held 
possession of the fort, and the other of the City Hall ; and the jail of the 
City was kept here for many years. In front of this building the mili- 
tia paratlcd, and the stocks, wliipiiincr-p<)St, and ducking-stool were 
placed ; an(t also the winxlcn horse fur riding criminals: and one of the 
redoubts, ur half-moon Itatteries, was placed a little distance in advance, 
im the water's edge, to defend the City; and a stone wall was erected, to 
connect it with other works of the same kind, at the foot of Wall and 
Whiteliall streets, and also to protect the town from the inroads of the 
water. That this building was existing, but in a decayed and ruinous 
state, in 1679, is evident from a record, that ''at a session of the Sujircnie 
Court in New York, where a number cf criminals were tried, it was 
feared the City Hall wo\iId not support the concourse of people that 
attended, and six studs and a plank were ordered to be purchased to se- 
cure the saine." 

It was disposed of at imblic sale to John Rodman, a merchant, in 1699, 
on the 17th August, for £930 ; and at the same time a new and more 
commodious edifice, under the same name, was ordered to l»e erected : 
and " A C(»mmittoe was appointed to view the Block House, near the 
Governor's Garden, to see if it can be fitted into a prison," until the new 
Hall and Court House could be finished, which was done about the year 
1700, and was situated on the comer of Nassau and Wall streets, where 
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the Custom House now stands; it cost ;eil51 (ISs. 3d. less than the fur- 
niture of a single room in the present City Hall), and of course was a 
modest; plain, and substantial edifice, sufiicient for those days of primi- 
tiye simplicity, and is correctly represented in a plan of this City in MS., 
drawn by Mr. jOavid Grim, deceased, and now deposited in the New York 
Historical Society. This building continued, with occasional repairs and 
alterations, until after the war of the Revolution, and the assembling of 
the Congress of the United States in this City in 1787 and 1789, preced- 
ing which the building was altered and very much enlarged for their 
accommodation, by the Corporation of the City, at a he&ry expense for 
that period, and continued to remain until demolished in Y811. It had a 
spacious portico projecting into Wall street several feet, and resting on 
arches, with arcades underneath, and extending round into Nassau street. 
From the pOTtioo of the second story, and facing Broad street. General 
Washington was inaugurated first President of the United States. 

When this second City Hall was erected in 1700, it was located at what 
was then termed the north end of one of the principal streets, Broad 
street, which has now become quite the southern extremity of the City, 
by the revolution of a single century ; and it is not improbable that ano- 
ther century may find the present, third and last City Hall quite as far 
removed from the centre of this metropolis. 

The present City Hall is the most prominent and important building in 
New \ ork. Situated in the Park, with a spacious and noble area around, 
it is seen to great advantage in every direction, and forms to the eye of 
a stranger one of the handsomest structures in the United States ; anc^ 
perhaps, of its size, in the world. 

Jnstice is not blind-folded as she is represented in Europe. 

The building is of a square form, two stories in height, besides a base- 
ment story. It has a wing at each end, projecting from the front, 
and in the centre of the roof is elevated, to fbrm an attic story. The 
whole length of the building is 216 feet, the breadth 105, and the height 
51 feet. Including the attic story, it is 65 feet in height. The front andl 
both ends, above the basement story, are built of native white marble, 
firom Stockbridge, Massachusetts ; and the rest of the building is con- 
structed of brown freestone. The roof is covered with copper, and there 
is a balustrade of marble entirely round the top. Rising from the middle 
of the roof is a cupola, on which is placed a colossal figure of Justice, 
holding in her right hand, which rests on her forehead, a balance, and la 
her left a sword, pointing to the ground. 

There are four entrances to the building : o^e in front, one in the rear, 
and one in each end. The fh>nt, which is the principal, is on the first 
story, to which there is access by a flight of 12 marble steps, rising from 
which there are 16 columns supporting a portico imjmediately over the en- 
trance, also composed of marble. In the centre of the rear of the building 
there (b a projecting pediment. The entrance in this quarter is also on 
the first story, by a flight of freestone steps. 

The first story, including the portico, is of Doric, the second of the 
Corinthian, the attic of the Fancy, and the cupola of the Composite 
orders. 

The foundation stone of this noble building was laid on the 26th Sep- 
tember, 1803, during the mayoralty of Edward LiviuMton, Esq., and at 
a time when the yellow fever 'prevailed in the city. It was finished in 
1815L and the expense, exclusive of the fomiture, amounted to a half 
million of dollars. ^ 
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StUdedfrom the New York Mirror. 

^ BT J. K. PAULDING, BSQ. 

As particularly appropriate to the honest old-fashioned festival of the 
New Year so specially honored by the posterity of those ancient Holland- 
ers whom we hold in all reverence, we present to the readers of the Mirror 
a view of the first " Stadt Huys" ever erected in New Amsterdam. The 
following little sketch of that venerable town in 1673, is from " The His- 
toric Tales of Olden Time," by Mr. John Watson, a work we have already 
more than once applauded for its interesting recollections, and which we 
avain recommend to the notice of our fellow citizens. The tale which 
follows is a translation from an ancient Dutch manuscript, found amoQg 
the papers of the late Adiianus Coeyeman. by the respectable antique* 
ry to whom we are indebted for various valnable communications. 

'''At the time," says Mr. Watson, describing an old map of New Amster- 
dam," almost all the houses presented their gable ends to the stzeei, uid 
all the most important public buildings, such as the Stuyvesant * Hnys/ 
on the water's edge, at present Moore and Front streets, and the 'Stadts 
Huys,' or City Hall, on Pearl street, at the head of Coenties Slip, were then 
set in the foreground to be the more seen frt)m the river. The chief part of 
the town of that day lay along the East river, called Salt river, in that 
time, and descending from the high ridge of ground along Broadway. A 
great artificial dock for vessels lay between Stuyvesant Huys, above re- 
ferred to, and the bridge over the canal at its debouche on the present 
Broad street. Three half moon forts called Koudeels, lay at equi- 
distances, for the defence of the place ; the first at Coenties Slip and the 
third at the ' water-gate,' on the outward bounds of the city, being the 
feot of the present Wall street, so called from its being then shut in there 
by a line of palisades along the said street, quite over to the junction of 
Wall and Lombard streets, where the North river limits then terminated 
in a redoubt. 

" By a map referring to the year 1729, it was shown that there was no 
street beyond the Broadway westward, but that the lots on the western 
side of that street descended severally to the beach ; that from Cort- 
landt street northward, all the ground west of Broadway was occupied by 
trees and tillage, and called ' King's Farm.' The eastern side of the 
City was all bounded by Water street, having houses only on the land 
side, and its northern limits terminating at Beekman street. At the foot 
of Broad street were two great docks, called West and East Dock, as 
they lay on either side of Broad street. They occupied the ground now 
built 'upon from Water street, and from the east side of Moore street 
nearly to Coenties Slip. Between Moore street and WhitehaU street lay 
the ship-yard, and all along where now tower stately trees on the Battery 
promenade, lay numerous rocks, forming * the Ledge,' having the river 
close up to the line of the present State street, fronting the Battery." 
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Sach were the bounds of this City little more than a century ago, and 
the manners of the citizens corresponded with the simplicity of a primi- 
tiye settlement Industry, economy, and sobriety, were their peculiar 
characteristics. All their frolics were crowded into five g^reat festivals, 
into which they condensed probably more real pleasure and hilarity than 
the votaries of dissipation enjoy during a whole year. The first of these 
great festivals was called " Kerstydt," or Christmas ; the second, " Nienw- 
Jar," or new Year ; the third, " Rnster^'' or Whitsuntide ; the fourth. 
"Pass," or Passover; the fifth, « Santa Clans," or St. Nicholas. At all 
these times the children, apprentices, and negroes, were allowed a sort 
of saturnalia, and enjoyed themselves to the full measure of unrestrained 
hilarity. They were anticipated and prepared for, days and weeks be- 
forehancL and neither schoolboy, apprentice, nor negro, could resist the 
threat of being deprived of their holiday, if they did not behave them* 
selves well. Neither ghosts, goblins, nor Dirch,were such conservators of 
good behavior as these famous old festivals. The idea of being shut from 
them was horrible. Great simplicity of manners prevailed. The young 
women put off their Sunday dress as soon as they came from church, 
and set about their preparations for meals. The young men did the same. 
By this means, a Sunday dress lasted a whole life, and many a broad- 
brimmed and three^omered cocked-hat became heir-looms in fiunilies, 
descending from generation to generation, for the fieishions never altered. 
Suppers of chocolate and bread were considered such unseemly luxuries 
that it was recorded that the Rev. Br. Laidlie, on his arrival from Hol- 
land, preached " right lustilye " against these luxurious abominations 
which somethnes kept the families awake till nine o'clock at night. But 
these exhortations were of little efiiect. since he was the first divine who 
introduced this <' outlandish practice" of preaching in English, whereby 
hisjadmonitions, as it were, fell dead to the ground. Their system of 
municipal government was equally simple. They had few laws, but 
these were rigorously enforced; and among the most common of their 
puni8hments,was a ride on a great wooden horse. Justice was promptly 
administered, for as there ^ere few, if any lawyers, every man pleaded 



lugger, or. uo *>ae curouicit; uhb ii>, ~ rfuuui^i .iiMMsruoou,-- v^uvud vnu 
Clapperchp, who, in pleading a cause concerning the rignt of geese to 
swim in the pond at the head of Nieuw street, before Alderman Van 
Schlepevalkher, did incontinently cause his client to be nonsuited, by 
tiring his worship's patience to such a degree that he fell into a Mep 
sleep, and slept out the remainder of the term.

»r Aereos, For the peace and safety of the oitlaens, and at their wqucst, 
the Burgomasters and Schepens have surrounded and inclosed the City 
on the land side, on a line along the^ast river on the beach, with pali- 
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mdes, and to their satisfoetion hare so tar fortified it, that they haye Aov 
for three weeks ceased from the work : Now, for the farther fulfilment d^ 
their promise to put the whole fortress in a state of defence, as to be a 
safe place for retreat in conformitj with their own representations and 
resolutions, parsed and signed on the 15th of March, 1653, hereunto an- 
nexed, in consequence of which (their resolutions and promises) we hare 
forced forward the Compan7's,.7e8, our own needed works, and in which 
onr own, as well as the Company's band of negroes, haye assisted by 
their labours : 

Therefore, Now the aforesaid Burgomasters and Schepens are not onhf 
requested, but exhorted most earnestly, to urge on the fulfillment of th«& 
promises, both in furnishing such sums of money and completing the 
now almost finished fortress, as they by their signatures have promised. 

The Burgomasters and Schepens are particmarly requested and ex- 
horted, that by tirtue of promises made another half year ago, they go 
to work, have a care that the hogs may be driyen away and kept from 
the ramparts and works of the fortress, by some persons appointed out 
of their College, or out of the Commonality ; or in failure thereof we « 
shall be under the necessity to employ such means as may be ftimished 
me by our foregoing resolutions and foregoing proclamations. 

Furthermore, The Burgomasters and Schepens are supplicated in the 
oiyilest and most friendly manner to make a disbursement of iron worifc 
and nails, ywhally promised through Paulus Leendersen, through the 
fidlure of which the works needed by the Company and the State are 
retarded : and, moreoyer, the payment for hand and side arms receiyedi 
and by the Burgomasters and Schepens distributed among the citisens. 

Finally. It is aboye all necessary that both the City of New Amster* 
dam and the fortress be supplied with necessary proyisions, particularly 
bread-corns, without which all the labor done to the fortifications will be 
Tain ; in thu matter the Burgomasters and Schepens are most earnestly 
requested and exhorted to deyise effectiye and prompt measures to pro- 
cure bread-corn before want oyertakes us. Of all which we haye thought 
proper to remind the Burgomasters and Schepens. for the purpose of 
acquitting onreelyes from all blame and censure, and we expect a speedy 
answer.

FirnL That Uiis town of New-Amsterdam has been nnibartwuilely 
feKonght to heavy trouble and great expense for defeaee. 

With respect to the promise of furnishing from four to fire fhoosaad 
Guilders, we calculate that after the accounts of the expenses laid eofc 
•hall hare been cast up, it will appear the promised moneys hare already 
iMen applied. , 

' With respect to the promise of bringing the fortress into a soitaUe 
•Uute of defence, it is answered, that citisens have redeemed and worked 
the same abready by their former general work : besides, Business aod 
all handicraft has been standing still, whereby they hare been altogetl^r 
getting in the back ground, and therefore they are disaUed ftom doing 
what is required ; in consequence of which, they pray the Direetor-Gene- 
nX to excuse the Burgomasters and Schepens firom burthoiing the eiti- 
aens therewith as yet. Nevertheless, to evince their love and regard for 
the General Wel&re, the Burgumasters and Schepens beseech th^ Di- 
rector-General and Council that they will please to authorize them, in the 
Civil manner and at a more convenient time, to procure some moneys 
fjrom the Commonality. 

With respect to providing for this town and fortrefs bread-Corn, with 
your leave it is proposed that out of the College of their High Mig^ti- 
nesses, the Director-General, &c., and out of the College of the Buigo- 
masters and Schepens, one person from each be conimissioned to go to all 
the householders on the Lew Land?, and to ascertain vrtiat quantity of 
grain can be procured for the strengthening of the C( mmon cause. 

As respects the payment for the hand and Side Arms distributed among 
the Citisens, it is answered that the Citisens, General Officers are not as 
yet able to pay them, and if his High Mightiness the Director-General 
demands restitution, the Captain at arms shall cause them to be returned, 
and to be delivered to his High Mightiness the Direetor-Greneral. 

With respect to the restitution of the nails disbursed by your High 
Mightinesses, it is answered, that Arent Van Corlear has it in charge to 
purchase nails at Fort Orange, of which they have not yet received any 
iaformation. In the mean while, may it please bis High Mightiness to 
tiAe into consideration what he has already received.

We haye repeatedly called the attention of your High Mightinessea 
to our own and oar country's common interest and situation, and the 
haaardous eoosequences that may follow therefrom if not seasonably 

• Than fortiicatioBiwereditehel, with e«a thrown «p on oae ride to Mke a beak. 
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pireTented, and ftlso to tiie request moRt earnestlj expressed tliat at tlds 
peiilons crisis especially some remedial expedient might be suggested 
whereby the political, ecclesiastical and military ministers might be sup- 
ported and kept flree ttom complaining; the debt of the Goyenunent 
•nd Country pidd; guns and munitions of war might be proyided| and 
that those places whereon the preserration of the country depends xoight 
be maintained and defended against insolence, invasioD, and attack of the 
enemy, has hitherto been fmitless and inefxectoaL Lately (infirmity 
and necessity pressing on me), we requested from your ffigh Mighti- 
nesses the restitution of nails loaned to you, by the failure whereof the 
Company's works must stand still, to the great detriment of the same: 
and also for the payment of ammunition supplied by the Company, and 
distributed among the Burgers, for the purpose of relieyingand encour- 
i^ng ourselves and the other 'servants of the Company. What intem- 
perate reply you lately gave us, can be seen by the signature al<Hke of the 
clerk. In the meanwhile, respected and particularly dear friends, not 
eoly do our distress and difficulty continue, of which we can best judge, 
but they have increased to such an extent, that we are brought to the 
Tery extremity. On the other side, we are pressed burdensomely, pain- 
Ailly, and importunely Ibr payment by the company's creditors, to whom 
we are indebted, which we are willing to pay according to right and 
equity, and which we can do as soon as the Company's outstanding debts 
and tithes thi^ are due shall have been satisfied and paid in. 

On the other side, the political, ecclesiastical, and particularly the mili- 
tary ministers have been and are repeatedly dunning us for their neces- 
eary support ; the last complaint, that by want of support they have 
been nece88itated and driven against their will and cusposition to lay 
down their service and arms at our feet, and for the preservation of their 
Hves to seek day labour from the Burgher or householder. 

To deny them this resort, and at the same time not to be able to pro- 
vide for them the first, brings me to this extremity ; and finding that 
your High Mightinesses are either unable or indisposed to give subsidu- 
ary relief, we are compelled to resort to this uttermost and last remedy, 
to wit : the calling in of the Company's debts that are standing out-, col- 
lecting the tithes that are due, and other regalia, for which we nave 
already, through our fiscal, duuned our debtors, but have found them in- 
disposed towards satisfaction and payment : and we ourself may not be 
judged as a plaintiff and a judge at the same time, much less as we have 
been, formerly as well as now, unrighteouslychaiged by the authorities, 
that we should be judged as an oppressor. We have decided to cite the 
debtors through the aforesaid plaintiff before your honorable court of 
justice, and having the proof of honest integrity to let you convene, only 
by these presents beseeching your High Mightinesses, in the stile of 
equity and justice in the cases, to render unto the plaintiff good and 
prompt expedition in your power towards the Company's being paid and 
satisfied, so that we may pay and satisfy, as aforesaid, the political, eocle- 
eiastical and military ministers, and that for the common good they may 
be supported and kept without cause of complaint. Wherewith we re-

The intereat that we feel in the welfiure of this land, the {ffoaperitj of 
the Burgers over whom we are plactid, and the improvement of this eity. 
indvoes ns to take the pen in hand, and to lay before your Noble ana 
Right Honourable Lordships certain sntgects (for your consideration) 
wtuteh haying been well examined (we trust) we shall be able to acoom- 
iJiiOi what we regard^as nothing else than the pablie weal, and with this 
confidence we take the liberty of saying: 

That on the 2d of Febmary of this preaent year, 1653, his Excellency, 
ttie Director (General Stuyvesant did appoint as Bargomasters and Sche- 
pens of the City of New Amsterdam, and then did give us (with all dae 
tererence) a too narrow, too curtailed, and too limited instruction on the 
terms on which we are unable to goremour Burgery in the manner we 
•onld wish to do. 

Therefore we most humbly request your right Honourable Lordships 
to bestow upon us such a power as is not so much limited, but as Ihr as it 
is practicable the same as the form of the (Government of the beloved city 
«f Amsterdam, from whom we have received the name of New Amsterdam. 
Being determined, nevertheless, should we or auy of us be continued in 
«Aoe during the year, to discharge the duties of the same with fidelity to 
ear honour and oath, until we shall receive from your right Honourable 
Lordships an answer to these Presents of ours. 

In the Second places we request that it may be permitted and granted 
to us, that we may ourselves efaoose a person to the office of Schout of this 
tity, or at l«ast that we ma^ have the privilege of nominating a doable 
namber. frtnn which their Excellencies the Diieotor General and Council- 
Ion shall ehooee one—for as we have had hitherto no Schout of our own, 
«e judge (with all due reverence) that we have not had a complete BeM 
of jnstice. It is true that the Fiscal Tienhoven has hitherto supplied 
that place, but with auch little satisfaction to Burgery, and with indif- 
ferent respect to us, that we cannot comprehend how the said Tienhoven 
ean consistently serve in the office of Schout, together with that of fiscal ; 
fat in quaXUu as Fiscal, he acts against the Citiaens, without our know- 
ledge, pats thtm.into inriMn, and releases them, and as it x«lat«i to the 
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jndgniMits i88U6d bj m, thej tn IssqmI bj Ura fto ihelr grett fl o n teM a l 
of our muthority. and the Inoomraoding of our Baigen of thia city, wM 
^are requested from ug a ohange in these premises, whieh wlU appear bj 
eopies acoompuiylBg thie petition; and it is also oar reqnest that ther« 
may be made a separation of jQri^ diction between the Fiscal of their 
high Honorable Lords, the Directors of the West India Company, and tlM 
i4>pointed Sohout ; and how each is to exercise himself in his Jarudioti<nL 
whether Ciril or Criminal. 

In the Third fiace^ Whereas, after sereral preTioos disonssloni tai 
between his Mighty Lord, the Director Geno^ and onrselTes, concendnf 
the Excise of the wines and beers consumed in this City, the well adTiMi 
Director General has granted the aforesaid excise nnto us, yet with Iinl<> 
tatiom and reserve, that the ecclesiastical and political ministers of tida 
place shall receive their support therefhwi ; bnt since the revenne flrofli 
the said excise is small and amounts to no more than the third part of 
the salaries and wages of the aforesaid ministers, and since the mainte- 
nance of the City works and other wants of the city, amounts to tki 
whole revenue derived ftrom the excise— we therefore request, in order to 
render it serviceable to us, that the aforesaid excise may be granted to ns 
without any limitation. Nay, farther, that we may be authorised to enact 
certain new imposts and Taxes, such as a small seal, and other things 
jiuch as we may judge to be for the best interests of the city, and tba 
least burdensome to the Commonalty ; and farther, that we may have the 
/arming out of the ferry from this place to Breuekelen. 

To ascertain in the first place the amount of moneys that have been 
borrowed of Merchants on obligations, signed by the Governor General 
and by us, for the protection and defence of this City, and all having oc- 
curred in the past month of November and laid out in the making of the 
works and fortification, they in all amount (the money taken up and what 
the works have cost) to about the sum of Nine Tfiousand GuUderSj for 
the payment of which, there has not been yet any provision made. 

Furthermore, that we may be authorised to execute transports and 
deeds of conveyance of houses and lots within the City,«the fee simple of 
which they have sold— and also the taking cognisance of vessels accord- 
ing to the customs of the City of Amsterdam, and that accordingly it 
may please your right Honorable Lordships to procure at our expense n 
City seal for us, separate from the seal of the proyince, and since in this 
critical conjuncture of the times, men are held in a state of continual 
ahurm and apprehension of an incursion of the unfriendly English. It is 
therefore, very necessary to have a good system of defence; we, therefore, 
do request that your right Honorable Lordships would send us a goodly 
quantity of munitions of war, among which Muskets of 3H feet bMvel 
(so as to prevent their selling them to the Indians who desire not Mns* 
kets) to be distributed in time of need among the citiaens. Final ly, rinee 
we in our Quality have no place of oar Own, but are under the neoeeelly

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Eight Honocable LonLBliips, requesting that j<m take » tKfomniM m- 
tloe thereof, in which case we do not doubt (with all due rererenee) in 
least that our reasonable requests will reconcile us all, refering all in the 
mean time to the discretion of your Right Honorable Lordships, trusting 
aoreoTer that in your wonted wisdom, you will manifest a due regard for 
11m protection of the Lands, which in this critical time is altosetber mod 
la the lughest d^ree absolutely necessary, for without this (Protection) 
and a well regulated policy, it is not possible that this Country can grow 
Into a state of permanance and prosperity— but rather the contrury— it 
daily decreases ; and will at last fall to the ground, from which may the 
Almighty Qod (in his wise proridence) protect us, whom we supplicate to 
take into his holy protection and keeping your R^ht Honorable Lord- 
ihips personally and collectively and to dwell in you by his Spirit for the 
prosperity not only of this country, but also of other prorinees under the 
forernment of the West India Company.

In the matter of the proposition of their Mightinesses, the Burgomas- 
ters and Schepens of the City of New Amsterdam. 

The Director General and the Councillors of New Netherland givetJieir 
eonsent, that as opportunity offers, a weighing house and a weighing scale 
shall be made and prepared, and as the weighing house shall be reedy, 
then to digest and enact ordinances directing the weights and measures 
to be delivered thereafter which shall be made to conform to the weights 
and measures of Amsterdam, all the weights and measures of this pro- 
Tince, in conformity with the former orders and resolutions in this mat- 
ter heretofore issued and proclaimed. A copy of which shall b^elivered 
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to tlie BfUgOBiMrten and Sohepeiw, to the end, tliat Stehout stell aetovdh 
ing to the same all the weights and measnies, and also mark Uiem aooocd^ 
ing to the standard that shall be fixed by the BozgomasteiB and Sche- 
pens. 

With regard to these propositions concerning Orphan Masters, howerer 
much the director General and the Councillors >pproTe of the caref ol- 
ness of the Burgomasters and Schepens, yet it is to be considered tbMi 
other appendages are required for this, before such an Orphan's Hall, af- 
ter the form of (Md Amsterdam, can be planned and accomplished : for 
which the compassion, and the beginnings of this first rising city hare 
hitherto had but little opportunity ; in the mean time it is not neoessaiy 
for the purpose of obeying the command of God to regard the widows and 
the fatherless ; It is required by the Director General and the CouncillorSi 
that the Deacons as guardians of Orphans shiJl have the care oyer Or- 
phans and widows, and shall apply to the Burgomasters and Schepens^ 
and if necessary through them to the Director General and CounciUors, 
tiiat over these, and such as are widows and orphans, and their estates, 
particular Curators may be appointed ; whereupon, the Burgomasters and 
Schepens, or if necessary, the Director General and Councillors shall ap- 
point such orders and Curators, as the necessity of the occasion may re- 
quire, which Curators shall be responsible to the Burgomasters and Sche- 
pens ; and in case that the Burgomasters and Schepens shall discorer that 
the becoming attention has not been paid to the property and estate of the 
widows and orphans, they shall have the power of appo^ting Curators in 
tl^e case, and to caU the delinquents to account.

MoNorer U !• ftltog«tb«r improitabto-iiiUMMMMy and 
eximiiud tn subjects and neighbors to celebrate such pagan and pojiah 
ftasta and to pnetioe such cnstoms ; and yet notwithstanding the same

Whereas J A certain process has been moved before the Court of the City 
of New- Amsterdam, by Pieter Kock, single man, a burger and inhabitant 
of stud City, as plaintiff, and at and against Anna Van Voorst, single 
maid, living at Aharsinus, defendant, respecting marriage contract, or a 
verbal promise of marriage, between the said PieteJfcock and Anna Van 
Yorst, mutaUy entered into, and in confirmation thereof certain gifts 
and presents were made by the plaintiff to the aforesaid defendant. 
However, it appears, by certain documents exhibited by the parties, that 
the defendant and bride of the said plaintiff, in consequence of certain 
misgivings, is in no way disposed to be married to the said Pieter Kock ; 
and it was also proved by two witnesses, on the 24 December, 1663, tisti- 
fying that Pieter Kock had given her up. with the promise of a written 
acquittal : therefor the Burgomasters and Schepens of this City, having 
purused the document exhibited by the parties, and having examin^, 
do by these presents decide that, as the promise of marriage has been 
made before the Omnificient God, it shall remain in force, so that neither 
the plaintiff nor the defendant, without the knowledge and approba-

Immediately upon the spread of the mmer and intelligence from the 
North, that Captain Lereredt had arrired with four parlament Ship0, 
and some Military troops, the intent and of which we did not know, yet 
we in person attended the board of your High Mightinesses the day fol- 
lowing, we made your H. M. acquainted with the rumor— pressed upon 
the necessity of the occasion, recommended to you to attend to the means 
of defence and resistance, adding that it was rery probable that we might 
receire a risit from our near Neighbours, according to the tenor of the 
report ; heitherto, we hare not been able to discorer that anything at all 
has been done by your High Mightinesses towards the defence of thie 
City, or to the repairing of its works. But it appears that your High 
Mightinesses hare been lulled to sleep by an idle rumour of peace. 

We take the Lord God, our own conscience — ^Your High Mightinesses 
selres, and other respectable persons to witness : that we now and before 
that we hare reminded your High Mightinesses -of the necessity and we 
hare besoueht you to derise measures of assistance and of money.

Wfiereat, The Director General and Councillors have several times 
received propositions firom the Burgomasters and Schepens, that the out- 
side members ought to lend a common hand in the work, as well as in the 
making and repairing, as in defending, is but reasonable and just, that 
the Directuer General and Councillors should be we disposed to command 
the same by a public order, since they could readily conceive that it is 
nothing more than reasonable and just that the outside members (people), 
for the turning out of the Burgomasters and Schepens during the last year 
frr three or four times for the outside people, should in their turn, assist 
in fortifying and defending this city, the more so because this is for as 
well their own preservation and Independence as for the preservation 
and indep^denoe of the Citisens (Burgers) ; But in case (as it may turn 
out) thv shaU remain absolute and obstinate, which the Direeteur Gen-

without any ability, and they unanimously protest, in case of any un- 
wished for calamity may happen, that they will have themselves excused 
for not having paid their full dues. 

Thus done in foresaid session as above. 

At a general session of the Director Greneral and the Councillors of 
New Netherland, the Burgomasters and Schepens being present, with 
the exception of Martin Oigier, who is absent : 

On the reading of the Epistle of their High Mightinesses the Directors, 
&c., of the last intelligence out of New England concerning their prepar- 
ation, whether for defence, or of offence, is unknown to us, it is in the gen- 
eral resolved and decreed. 

First. That the whole body of the citizens shall keep watch by night 
in such as shall be particularly prepared by the director and Councill 
and forementioned Magistrates, yet in the first place at the City Tavern, 
the present watch-house, to commence from this time. 

Secondly. It is judged first of all most necessary to repair the Fortress 
of New Amsterdam, and to make it sufficiently strong. 

Thirdly. Taking into consideration that the Fortress of New Amster- 
dam is not sufficient to contain all the Inhabitants, or to protect the houses 
and habitations of this City, it is deemed necessary to enclose the greatest 
part of the city with upright palisades, and small breastworks, so that in 
cause of necessity all the inhabitants may retire within the enclosure, 
and as far as it is practicable to defend themselves and their property 
against an attack ; for the present time it is deemed unnecessary to en- 
close and protect the outside villages, where the Inhabitants live scatter- 
ed apart, in conformity with the good intent and directions of their High 
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Mightinesses our Gk>Tenior Maijoors, nor is this practicable to pro- 
tect such against any attacks, but it is judged to be more expedient to 
collect all the New Netherland force into one place for the sake of better 
defence. 

I\)urthh/, It is deemed necessary to devise some way of raising money 
with which to effect and accomplish the foregoing and whatever may be 
necessary for the purpose of defence, on which their High Mightinesses 
the Governor Genend and Councillors, and the aforesaid Msgestrates 
shall after due deliberation compare, to-morrow, their views, from which 
to come to a general resolution. 

Fifthly. It is ordered that the Schipper Jan Jansen Yischer, shall be 
spoken to privately to fix his sails, to have his piece loaded, and to keep 
his vessel in readiness on all occasions whether by day or by night, and 
if any more is necessary for defence it shall be sent to him. 

Done 13th March, 1653, in Session as aforesaid in the Fort Amsterdam, 
and resumed, this 14th March.
